They can’t 
seem, or do not choose, to see that there 
is a real danger in listening to this type 
of program. Can you give us any help? 
It seems so many Christian parents tol- 
erate these program that the children 
think we are too strict—Name withheld. 


Names from the Book 

For many years I have been wondering 
if Bible-believing parents are not passing 
up a real and lasting testimony when 
they omit to give their children Bible 
names. 

Until today I have never mentioned 
this thought, but just now the Moody 
Alumni News came and I added up the

The Bible was literally in 
tatters—leaves all torn loose and nearly 
every page with annotations from the 
pen of Mr. Spurgeon. 

Other men soon came, and we went 
to a hillside back of the home. Mr. Moody 
read some Scripture and then simply 
told the young men that we were there 
for prayer, especially in reference to our 
own personal problems. 

I shall never forget the prayers of 
those students, men from many of the 
colleges in this land. They were so per- 
sonal, so sincere, so to the point. Unseen, 
the Lord was with us as with the men 
of olden time. 

In what seemed a very short period Mr. 
Moody closed with prayer and told us we 
must return to the campus. I looked at 
my watch, and to my amazement we had 
been in prayer two hours—the shortest 
two hours I have ever experienced. 

That experience took place nearly 
fifty-seven years ago, yet the memory 
of it is still fresh and blessed. During 
the years it has been my privilege to 
meet men who were there, and their 
testimony has ever been as mine—it was

i you will be honest with God in your 

tithing, you may be amazed at the 
amount of money you will have for the 
Lord’s work, the ease in paying your ob- 
ligations with the nine-tenths, and the 
preparation tithing will give you for 
faithful and wise stewardship over the 
amount that remains. 

Let me tell you something of how God 
has helped me these forty years. In 1908 
my good wife and I attended a religious 
service held in a tent. An invitation was 
given for consecration. My wife went for- 
ward and I followed. How gratefui I have 
been these many years that I did! 

At that time we operated a dairy with 
delivery, which meant Sunday delivery, 
so we decided to sell the dairy. We had 
purchased ten acres, of ground, and there 
we built a house and started to grow 
vegetables. On January i, 1909, with a 
debt of $3,500, we moved into our new 
home and commenced giving a tenth to 
the Lord. We had heard about tithing, 
and thought it .was a systematic way of 
giving, so we purchased an account book 
and wrote down every item we spent. 
Every Saturday evening we added the 
amount and before any bills were paid 
we laid aside the Lord’s portion.* 

We knew very little about growing 
vegetables and our debt began to grow, 
but we kept on with our tenth. In 1914 
our youngest daughter went to be with 
our Lord; and in 1915 my dear wife, to 
whom I owed so much for her love, faith, 
and wisdom, went to her heavenly home. 
I was left with six fine children, the 
youngest two years. old and the oldest 
fifteen. 

I took stock and found that we owed 
$7,000, but I kept on with the tenth. On 
January 16, 1924, I once again took stock 
and found we owed $9,000. I prayed,

Forty-one Years a Tither

“Now, Lord, Thou dost know I can’t go 
on this way forever. Thou hast touched 
the hearts of those we owe, and they 
have never crowded me, but have always 
seemed anxious to stand by; but, dear 
Lord, a change must come.” 

In the meantime, God, in His love and 
wisdom, took my oldest boy home. At 
family worship I always prayed, “God, 
help me not to be impatient with the 
children, and to be honest with the 
tenth.” He answered my prayer. The chil- 
dren were obedient and we all pulled to- 
gether. Thank God for that! 

Things began to change. We had an 
invisible Partner who wanted us to suc- 
ceed. God gave us some wonderful ideas 
about our business, and kept us one step 
ahead of our competitors. 

Someone may ask, “Did you pay your 
debts?” Yes, every dollar! 

How do we distribute our tenth? We al- 
ways use it in the way we think God 
would have us do. We are members of the 
Methodist church, but we have given to 
many denominations when led to do so. 
Do we help the poor? Yes, through help- 
ing the poor we have received many of 
our greatest blessings. We always help 
them in the name of God, through Jesus 
Christ, and if possible, we do not let them 
know who has helped them. 

After forty years are we tired of giving 
the tenth? I say not. I am more deter- 
mined than ever, and in making my will 
have planned that the tenth be taken out 
before any distribution is made of my 
estate. 

From the beginning I had two pocket- 
books—one the Lord’s and the other mine. 
I never mixed the accounts, and never 
borrowed any meney from the Lord’s ac- 
count. Many times I was hard-pressed, 
but, thank God, He has always pulled 
me out of it. If you will be honest with 
God, He will surely keep His promise. 

We are not rich, but I would rather 
have what we have with contentment 
than to have a million dollars. God has 
blessed us as a family. I am now seventy- 
five years old. The children are all mar- 
ried, and God has blessed me with an- 
other Christian companion. For years 
the sons have given their tithe and the 
Lord has blessed them. This is God's 
faithfulness and I give Him the glory in 
Jesus’ name. 

“Bring ye all the tithes into the store- 
house, that there may be meat in mine 
house, and prove me now herewith, saith 
the Lord of hosts, if I wili not open you 
the windows of heaven, and pour you out 
a blessing, that there shall not be room 
enough to receive it” (Mal.

THE GREEK SCRIPTURES AND THE 
DEITY OF JESUS CHRIST 


UR Lord is called 6 Aéyvos (ho Logos) 

(John 1:1). The word logos comes from 
the verb \éyw (lego), “to speak.” When 
a person has given the sum total of his 
thoughts concerning another person, he 
has given a concept of that person. Jesus 
Christ is the Word in that He is the 
total concept of deity. “He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father” (John 14:9). 
The definite article is used, indicating 
that Jesus Christ is the unique, only 
true concept of God. He existed in the 
beginning, that is, when creation came 
into being. Since He antedated all created 
things, He must be uncreated; and since 
He is uncreated, He must be eternal; and 
because He is eternal, He is God. He was 
mpos Tov bedv (pros ton Theon). 


The preposition pros means “facing,” 
and speaks here of fellowship. Theon 
(God), preceded by the definite article, 
indicates reference to God the Father. 
Thus, “And the Word was in fellowship 
with God the Father,” refers to the eter- 
nal fellowship of the two Persons of the 
Godhead before time began. 


Then John has xai Oeds qv 5 Adyos (kai 
Theos én ho Logos), literally, “And God 
was the Word.” The absence of the arti- 
cle emphasizes nature or character: “And 
the Word was as to its nature, deity.” 


Jehovah’s Witnesses translate this, 
“And the Word was a God.” Greek has 
a definite article, but no indefinite article. 
This context speaks of the Word as Very 
God of Very God, not a god, a created 
being, as these false teachers claim. 


“And the Word was made flesh” 
(John 1:14). The word “made” is éyévero 
(egeneto) , the ingressive aorist of yivoua 
(ginomai), and an unfortunate transla- 
tion here. To make a thing is to take 
something and change its shape or com- 
position. But the eternal God was not 
molded into a man. He became man. 
The tense speaks of entrance into a new 
condition. He took upon Himself an ad- 
ditional nature, combining in one Person, 
two natures, that of God and man. 


John 1:18 reads, “Deity in its invisible 
essence no one has ever yet seen. God 
only begotten, the One constantly in 
the bosom of the Father, that One fully 
explained Him in detail.” The best texts 
Tead eds (Theos), “God,” not vids 
(huios), “Son.” Tremendous thought— 
God the Son proceeding by eternal gen- 
eration from God the Father in a birth 
that never took place because it always 
was. “Declared” is étnynoaro (exegésato), 
literally “to lead out of.” God the Son 
in the incarnation led Deity out from 
behind its curtain of invisibility into 
full view of men. The Greek word comes 
into our language in the word “exegesis,” 
the act of fully explaining in detail.

One of the evidences of the depravity 
and innate lawlessness of man, is the 
screaming headline which tells of gross 
and terrible crime. The Christian, while 
he ought to be informed about events, 
will certainly not want to fill his mind 
with the details of the awful deeds of 
criminals or with the minutiae of the 
sinful orgies of worldliness. Philippians 
4:8 is a good motto for us. 


We cannot escape, however, having 
called to our attention in one way or 
another something of the sinfulness of 
men. We would not live in an unreal 
world. We must face the fact of sin, and 
under God bring to bear upon it the 
whole council of God. 


Not too many months ago a terrible 
crime was committed—a murder—and 
the criminal later apprehended. After 
his arrest he is reported to have said: “I 
never had a friend in all my life. Do not 
try and kid me that anybody wants to 
help me, because I know better. Nobody 
ever has liked me and they never will. 
Why should anybody help me now?” 


Even though we make the allowance 
that the man is disarranged, that men- 
tally he is not responsible, here is a sad 
comment on life in our generation. Only 
the grace of God can make a man what 
he ought to be. But how can that grace 
of God have an opportunity in a man’s 
life when there isn’t a human vessel 
to use? Whatever the fact concerning 
this poor wretch, it still is true that all 
about us are lonely, unwanted, unloved 
souls. Unloved by men, they are never- 
theless the objects of that love that en- 
compasses the world. With God’s blessing, 
we can be used to help them. 


True, there are many who are brusque, 
self-sufficient, disdainful of things spir- 
itual. But even some of these “superior” 
people recognize a heart need. Their 
hard exterior covers a vulnerable heart. 
And there are countless others who await 
that word of love, that deed of compas- 
sion, that interest born of God. 


Why don’t we help with a cheery smile, 
a pleasant greeting, a friendly deed, a 
gospel tract, an invitation to attend 
church, a testimony for the Lord?

A Test 
Without Meaning 


The Bible has little to say about the 
actual appearance of the spirits of the 
departed to those who are still on earth. 
It warns against dealers in the occult. It 
speaks of evil spirits, of demons. It tells 
of Beelzebub, the prince of the demons. 
It presents the truth of resurrection, and 
cites examples of this display of the 
power of God. In the Old Testament only, 
in the story of King Saul, is there any 
reference to the appearance of a dis- 
embodied spirit—and here there is a 
difference of opinion as to whether or 
not it was actually Samuel’s spirit. In 
the New Testament, only the transfigura- 
tion scene is recorded, and that stands 
by itself. 

Some men disregard the warnings of 
the Word of God and traffic in this for- 
bidden realm. Occasionally some cele- 
brated figure is involved in such a quest. 
Not too long ago Claude D. Noble of 
Detroit, Mich., stood on a bridge over 
one of Chicago’s lagoons to keep an 
annual watch for the spirit of Clarence 
Darrow, noted criminal lawyer who died 
in 1938. The report is that Noble held a 
book containing the record of Darrow’s 
examination of William Jennings Bryan 
in the Scopes trial at Dayton, Tenn. The 
evidence of the presence of Darrow was 
to have been the knocking of the book 
from Noble’s hand. 

It is difficult to see just what is proved 
one way or another by such a rendezvous. 
Suppose the book was not knocked from 
his hand—and it was not—does the 
experiment prove that Clarence Darrow’s 
spirit no longer exists? Such a conclusion 
is untenable. Suppose the book had fal- 
len from his hand, would such a circum- 
stance have proved that Clarence Darrow 
was present in the spirit? Hardly. It 
might prove that the man was cold and 
in his shaking dropped the book. (It was 
March in Chicago.) It might prove that 
a practical joke was played. It might 
prove that another spirit—the Bible 
speaks of demons—was present. Here is 
hardly a convincing test. 

We do not believe Christians will be 
taken in by reports of such “tests.’”’ We 
mention the matter only to underline 
these Scriptures: 

“There shall not be found among you 


any one that maketh his son or his 
daughter to pass through the fire, or 
that useth divination, or an observer of 
times, or an enchanter, or a witch, or a 
charmer, or a consulter with familiar 
spirits, or a wizard, or a necromancer. 
For all that do these things are an 
abomination unto the Lord” (Deut. 18:10- 
12). 

“And when they shall say unto you, 
Seek unto them that have familiar spirits, 
and unto wizards that peep, and that 
mutter: should not a people seek unto 
their God? for the living to the dead? 
To the law and to the testimony: if they 
speak not according to this word, it is 
because there is no light in them” (Isa. 
8:19, 20). 


A Wall 
To Be Maintained 


For Bible-believing Protestants there 
are at least two distinct approaches to 
Roman Catholicism: one is the approach 
which concerns itself with the need of 
the individual for knowing Christ as the 
all-sufficient Saviour from sin; the other 
is the approach which views Catholicism 
as a world organization with gigantic 
schemes and vast influence. As most 
readers of Moopy MONTHLY know, we 
have chosen to say relatively little about 
Catholicism as a world system in order 
to speak more clearly concerning the 
gospel of salvation for the individual. 
This is the positive task to which we 
feel Moopy MontuHty has been called 
and should be largely dedicated. 

This does not mean, however, that we 
can be blind to significant trends or deaf 
to ominous thunders which indicate the 
course of world Catholicism as a system. 
Faithfulness to the cause of Christ and 
concern for the drift of our nation de- 
mand that we speak clearly and frankly. 

In this instance, we are prompted 
by recent statements made by repre- 
sentatives of Catholicism concerning 
separation of Church and State. It is 
common knowledge that within countries 
like Italy and Spain, where Catholicism 
holds almost exclusive sway, the Roman 
Church is making use of its ties with 
government to restrict the rights of 
Protestants and even to carry on bitter 
persecution. A report from one such 
Catholic country, Colombia, S.A., declares 
that the archbishop primate has gone so 
far as to request government permission 
to fight Protestantism openly, along with 
Communism. 

By way of contrast, however, a report 
from Yugoslavia in this month’s news 
section quotes the imprisoned Catholic 
leader in that country as saying that 
differences between the church and Com- 
munist can be ironed out, but that there 
should be a clear-cut separation between 
Church and State. 


In the United States 

The same principle has also been com- 
mended in our own country in the past 
during years in which Catholicism was 
most definitely a minority faith. One 
church spokesman, a Cardinal Gibbons, 
speaking in Philadelphia in 1893, de- 
clared, “I am firmly persuaded, both by 
study and observation, that the Church 
is more prosperous when she is free to 
pursue her divine mission without any 
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interference from the State. American 
Catholics rejoice in our separation of 
Church and State and can conceive of 
no combination of circumstances which 
should make a union desirable .. .” 

All this provides background for ap- 
praising the recent amazing statement 
of U. S. Attorney General J. Howard 
McGrath—a Roman Catholic—that this 
same principle does not have a sound 
basis in American democracy. Mr. Mc- 
Grath, according to a United Press re- 
port, declared: ° 

1. That the principle of separation of 
Church and State was created by dis- 
tortion of a constitutional amendment 
and a phrase in one of Thomas Jeffer- 
son’s letters. 

2. That “true American freedom would 
not countenance the bias that we of the 
Catholic faith have been subjected to 
ky books of Canon Stokes, Paul Blan- 
shard and the like.” 

3. That Protestants and others united 
for separation of Church and State are 
guilty of “bad taste and bigotry in ad- 
vocating such separation.” 

“If anything,” Mr. McGrath is quoted 
as saying, “the State and Church must 
not have any fence between them.” 

Quite obviously, the attorney general 
was not speaking of the need for Chris- 
tian principles in government. Neither is 
it practical to suppose that he was sug- 
gesting to his Catholic audience (the 
National Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion of America) that fences be removed 
between government and ail the various 
denominational groups. 


The American View 

Little need be said regarding the basic 
place that separation of Church and 
State has and must continue to have in 
our democratic form of government. Such 
government must be representative of 
the people as a whole—not merely those 
of a dominant religious faith, but of all 
the people. If government were to be- 
come allied with any church system, it 
would immediately cease to represent 
great numbers of those to whom it is 





moving in this direction in his thinking, 
for he himself has seemingly forgotten 
that he is a representative of all the 
people rather than of merely the Catholic 
segment of population. This is the very 
thing Catholic candidates for various 
elective offices have argued would never 
happen, but here we find it taking place. 
Thus the attorney {general himself pro- 
vides an illustration of why Church and 
State must remain separate and distinct 
from one another. 

The influence of Catholicism as a sys- 
tem is growing in this country. Figures 
show that the total Catholic population 
has increased from eighteen million in 
1923 to nearly twenty-three million in 
1943—and to nearly twenty-seven million 
in 1949. 

If we may judge from trends in other 
countries, efforts to break down the bar- 
rier between Church and State on this 
side of the Atlantic will increase with 
the growth of Catholic power in this 
country. Thus if ever the principle of 
separation between Church and State 
were vital to the basic freedoms which 
Americans of every faith hold dear, that 
time is near at hand. 


Key to 
Persuasion 


A newspaper clipping brings the infor- 
mation that “a convention of eminent 
persons debated for hours on the ques- 
tion, ‘If all the books on controlling 
people were reduced to one sentence, 
what would it be?’” 

How to control people! Who is not in- 
terested in that subject, whether con- 
troller or controlled? We know some 
preachers who would like to know a short, 
easy-to-understand answer. Yes, and in 
our acquaintance there are some local 
church boards which would like to have 
the same information! Not a few parents 
would give a good deal for a practical, 
really workable solution. These good pro- 
fessors, then, addressed themselves to 
a pertinent problem. What conclusion

Apparently Mr. McGrath is already Summed up in a single sentence their 
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"| am deeply indebted to many dear saints of God, some in heaven 
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finding is this: “What the mind attends 
to, it considers; what it does not attend 
to, it dismisses; what the mind attends 
to continually, it believes; and what the 
mind believes, it eventually does.” 


How effective this procedure is in 
practice is attested by advertisers, edu- 
cators and propagandists. Get people 
considering a matter (not necessarily 
thinking about it), and sooner or later 
you have them. The goal is to keep the 
matter before them. Demand their at- 
tention. Get their attention. 


There are at least two points which 
suggest themselves on the basis of this 


reflection. First, how careful we should > 


be about the items to which we con- 
tinually devote our attention! Second, 
while we know that saving faith demands 
an act of will, nevertheless, it behooves 
us to keep the gospel before men. In one 
way or another, keep man considering 
the issues of life and death, of eternal 
life and eternal death. The result, blessed 
and owned of God, will in some instances 


at least be not mere intellectual belief, f 


but a work of the Holy Spirit which will 
result in heart belief (Rom. 10:9, 10). 
Keep witnessing. 


The Road 
Toward Ruin 


Our national life is not such as to com- 
mend us to God for His protection and 
blessing. Scandals, bribery, gangsterism, 
gambling, immorality and drunkenness 
cry for the execution of the fierceness 
of the wrath of the Most High. God has 
not rescinded His Word: “Righteousness 
exalteth a nation; but sin is a reproach 
to any people” (Prov. 14:34). “God is a 


righteous judge, yea, a God that hath f 


indignation every day” (Ps. 7:11, A.S.V.). 
“The wicked shall be turned back unto 
Sheol, even all the nations that forget 
God” (Ps. 9:17). 


Drunkenness—scourge of men, of 
homes, of states! As a people, we are 
guilty before the tribunal of justice. 
Recent reports show that there are 
494.450 licensed liquor outlets in the 
United States. It is reported that for 
the year ending June 30, 1950, there 
were manufactured in the United States 
no less than 208,234,750 gallons of hard 
liquor (whiskey, brandy, gin, rum and 
spirits). Remember that this figure does 
not include wine and beer, which are 
undoubtedly produced in far greater 
quantities. (And do not say that making 
it and drinking it are not the same. 
Somebody drinks it! While the quantity 
is staggering, so are far too many humans 
we see about us.) 


Whatever the specious arguments of 
those favoring the sale and use of 
liquors—personal liberty, the unenforce- 
ableness of legislation, the amount the 
average American can drink and still 
get about, the amazing income through 
taxation of liquor industry, the charitable 
donations, the educational interests—the 
Word of God is still true: “Wine is a 
mocker, strong drink a brawler; and who- 
soever erreth thereby is not wise” (Prov. 
20:1). “Woe unto them that are mighty 
to drink wine, and men of strength to 
mingle strong drink” (Isa. 5:22).

and for the moment I was some- 

what stranded in a room with rela- 
tives whom I had not met.

What is it you’d 
like to ask me?” 

To save the necessity of a reply on his 
part, I went on. “You know, the trouble 
is that for some reason, people only hear 
what is said to the bride. They never 
seem to catch what is said to the bride- 
groom. God commands husbands to love 
their wives ‘even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it.’ What 
woman would have any trouble submit- 
ting herself to a man who loved her like 
that?” 

This incident was amusing, but the 
appalling ignorance concerning the fifth 
chapter of Ephesians is not amusing. If 
this scripture were made the foundation 
of marriage, the divorce courts would go 
out of business instead of booming. Chris- 
tian couples who endure marriage be- 
cause they know they have no right in 
God’s sight to dissolve it would find their 
lives miraculously changed if they would 
heed these injunctions.

+ ALTHOUGH few seem to realize it, 
the greater responsibility in marriage 
rests upon the man. The marriage coun- 
selors of the world and the advisors of 
the lovelorn seem to concur in the opin- 
ion that it is up to the wife to hold a mar- 
riage together and make a success of it, 
but God places the responsibility on the 
man. In all spheres God has made man 
the head, but modern-day women have 
forgotten or ignored this fact. Men and 
women alike should turn to their Bibles

No true Christian will argue against 
the headship of Christ in the Church, 
and this passage says that wives are to 
be subject to their husbands in the same 
way that the Church is subject to Christ. 
Just as Christ cherishes the Church, 
which He bought at such dreadful cost, 
so is the husband to care for his wife— 
even to loving her as he loves himself. 
Self-love is the most persistent of all 
loves; as the Scripture says, “No man ever 
yet hated his own flesh.’”’ When men real- 
ize and act upon their solemn responsi- 
bility as Paul sets it forth, marriage will 
be a much different affair than it often is. 

Most people when they get married are 
starry-eyed and visionary and sure that 
their marriage will be different; they 
earnestly want it to be a success. May I 
humbly suggest that adherence to God’s 
pattern as set forth in this scripture will 
assure a happy and successful marriage. 
There is no other course that can guar- 
antee such results. 

May I point out also that this is not 
something about which a Christian can 
legitimately make a choice—it is manda- 
tory. Paul does not ask believers to ac- 
cept this principle if it pleases them. He 
gives a positive command. Any other ap- 
proach is disobedience. The whole matter 
of successful marriage is based upon 
mutual yieldedness to the Lord. Conse- 
crated pastors would do their young 
friends a real favor if they would impress 
upon them before the ceremony the need 
of obedience to this scripture. 

Many a marriage that has degenerated 
into an ordeal of endurance could be re- 
vitalized by the application of the princi- 
ples Paul sets forth. I am thinking par- 
ticularly of Christian people who hold 
their marriage together simply because 
they realize divorce is wrong, maintaining 
a front for the world but living in misery 
and unhappiness. This is keeping the 
letter of the law, but not the spirit. 

If pastors all over the land would force- 
fully present this truth to the people of 
their churches, the wrongs that would be 
righted, the resentments removed, the 
romances re-created would be incalcul-

able. Even homes where there is no trou- 
ble, just indifference and a “take-it-for- 
granted” attitude, would be rekindled. 
The Lord’s work would profit, for love has 
a way of spreading, and Christians with 
happy, satisfying home lives will radiate 
their joy and be more effective witnesses 
for their Lord. 

We don’t always expect personal happi- 
ness as Christians—God often uses sor- 
row as a refining agent, but for marriage 
between two Christians to be a source of 
grief is inexcusable. God used marriage as 
a picture of the wonderful relationship 
between Christ and the Church; there- 
fore we know it can and should-be a mu- 
tually satisfying, happy, holy estate.

F the many world figures of the 
last decade, none has been more 
misunderstood. unappreciated and 
maligned than Generalissimo 

Chiang Kai-shek. He has been beset with 
indescribable difficulties, confronted with 
innumerable and insoluble problems, and 
cruelly criticized and denounced for 
whatever he has done. A man of lesser 
courage, patriotism and character would 
long ago have given up. 

No one would be so naive as to contend 
that General Chiang has never done 
wrong. Even his friends would. concede 
that under the terrific pressures upon 
him, he has been guilty of serious mis- 
takes and flagrant blunders. But to those 
who have observed the transformation 
which he wrought in poor, impoverished 
China. his patriotic motives, his genius 
for rule and his integrity have been 
abundantly established.

Communism’ s 


Consistent 
Foe

Here’s timely background on the Chinese situation 
which every Christian should read and weigh 


knowledge, less still the instigation, of 
any who pertain to General Chiang Kai- 
shek. It is said, rather, that free peoples 
may know that he is the consistent friend 
of freedom and still worthy of their trust 
and confidence. 

Having lived in China from my youth, 
I was a witness of the pompous inepti- 
tude of the old Manchu rule, and of the 
bloodless revolution under Sun Yat-Sen 
that produced the era of squabbling war 
lords with vastly more unrest and cor- 
ruption than in the days of the Manchus. 
Then rose Chiang Kai-shek, whom I 
neither liked nor trusted at first. Indeed, 
I thought his declared war against the 
war lords with the expressed aim of 
unifying China was just pious talk that 
would end in more of the same. 

But it did not come out that way. He 
conquered and subdued the war lords. 
Almost as though he had waved a magic 
wand, order emerged from chaos. There 
was efficient government from the Great 
Wall to Indo-China and from the China 
Sea to Tibet. as he everywhere elevated 
to places of responsibility younger, tech- 
nically trained men educated in the 
Western nations. 

Since then the Generalissimo and his 
Chinese Nationalist government have 
been driven off the Asiatic mainland. 
Today they are in exile on Formosa. The 
island retreat has become the objective 
of Mao Tse-Tung’s Red hordes, which 
have pursued the Generalissimo with re- 
lentless hatred for the last four years. 


+ THE reason for that implacable hatred 
is not hard to find. For the last twenty- 
two years Soviet Communism has had 
no more consistent or uncompromising 
foe among world leaders than Chiang 
Kai-shek. True. he himself rode ,into 
power and conquest, on the crest of a 
Communist tide in 1926-27. But after the 
appalling debacle of the Nanking In- 
cident of March 24. 1927,* he seems to 
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An attack on foreigner 
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have become completely disillusioned and 
to have made a complete change of di- 
rection. He cast out his Soviet advisers, 
Galen and Borodin, purged his army of 
Communist leaders and Communist ele- 
ments, and since then has sought to 
stamp out Communism from China en- 
tirely. 

In this he was about to succeed, there 
being only a comparatively small pocket 
left in the fastnesses of the mountains 
of Kiangsi. But the Japanese, alarmed 
at his ascending power and the excellent 
government he was giving to old China, 
invaded the land and compelled him to 
turn his attention to them. This was the 
beginning of his difficulty. 

As he was forced to retreat before the 
vastly superior armament of the Japa- 
nese, the Communists reorganized and 
staged what is called “the Great Trek,” 
wherein they withdrew from the south, 
and made a wide semicircle through west 
China to Yenan in the northwest. There 
they established their headquarters and 
strengthened themselves by their usual 
seductive methods—lying propaganda 
which fattens largely upon human 
misery. 

As the Generalissimo tried to check the 
onrush of the Japanese forces, trading 
space for time, he was forced to resort 
to the “scorched earth” policy. and 
misery and suffering grew apace among 
China’s millions. The students and facul- 
ties of the numerous universities of east 
China all made the long retreat westward 
to re-establish themselves in the prov- 
inces of Szechuen and Yunnan. But so 
well informed were the Reds that thev 
were able to siphon off the very cream of 
both faculties and students, inducing 
them to come to Yenan instead of con- 
tinuing westward with the rest. These 
they indoctrinated in their Marxist doc- 
trines and then used their literary and 
journalistic abilities to turn out a flood 
of periodicals with which they sowed 
down students and others in Nationalist 
areas. 


+ THE propaganda was cleverly veiled. 
Almost never was Soviet Russia even 
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mentioned. “The people desire this . . 
the people wish that ... but Chiang Kai- 
shek only enriches himself while the 
people suffer from his wickedness and 
plundering . . .” This was the tenor of it 
all, brilliantly written and edited. Chinese 
always adore good Chinese writing and 
young China adores the new Chinese, 
which is full of up-to-date terms and 
expressions. 

Students in the Nationalist areas seized 
avidly upon these anti-Chiang periodicals 
and other pro-Soviet material until their 
hearts were completely turned. One 
Yenching University student has told me 
that he saw student sympathies move 
from unanimous and aggressive loyalty 
to the Generalissimo to the place where 
even a word in his defense was furiously 
howled down. 

Japanese pillaging and oppression, 
overflowing rivers, the scorched earth, 
mounting inflation producing untold suf- 
fering and starvation, these were some 
of the ills with which General Chiang 
Kai-shek was assailed. And behind him 
were the Communists entrenched in 
Yenan as a dagger at his back. 

The old and avaricious war lords whom 
he had subdued and discharged from 
office from 1932 to 1937 when he had a 
free hand took advantage of his em- 
barrassment and came out of their holes, 
demanding recognition and position. To 
avoid civil outbreaks in addition to his 
other woes, he was compelled to comply 
in a measure with their demands. Their 
grafting and maladministration provided 
further ammunition for the Communist 
propaganda mill. So, too, did the ap- 
palling malfeasance of the Soong rela- 
tives, whose greed had been a source of 
mortification to Chiang for years, but 
which he was powerless to prevent. 


+ STILL more was to come. With the 
entrance of the United States into the 
Asiatic war, the succession of appeasers 
that came out of Washington insisting 
that Chiang should incorporate the 
Yenan Reds into his government were 
another headache. He dared not offend 
the United States and yet he knew a 
coalition with the Reds would be fatal, 
so he was compelled to resort to stalling 
and a certain amount of double talk. This 
unloosed a torrent of denunciation upon 
him by all the pink correspondents in 
America. 

He was forced to use some of the same 
stalling and double talk to General Still- 
well, who was goading him to use the 
bare trickle of war materiel that had 
come up the Burma Road, against the 
Japanese. This Chiang had been holding 
in reserve against a possible attack from 
the Communists, as he reasoned to him- 
self that the United States was now 
fighting the Japanese, but nobody was 
fighting the Communists! 

The postwar and posthumously pub- 
lished Stillwell Papers poured enough 
vinegar on General Chiang in this coun- 
try to fully vindicate the nickname of 
“Vinegar Joe,” and was perhaps the thing 
that capped the climax of Chiang’s 
American unpopularity. Even the more 
conservative and some of the anti-Com- 
munist writers joined the tom-tom beat- 
ing against him.

render of Japan provided a tremendous 
source of supply for the Chinese Com- 
munists, and General Chiang from every 
standpoint was foredoomed to defeat. 

The protracted sufferings of the people, 
a corrupt officialdom that had swarmed 
about him when he was powerless to re- 
sist them, and the plunderings of the 
royal household which also had gone 
beyond his control but for which he re- 
ceived the blame were a combination 
which the Reds exploited to the limit. 
The foundation of his house was com- 
pletely destroyed; there was hardly a 
vestige of morale left. It was not the 
excellence of the armies of Mao Tse- 
Tung that swept from the walls of 
Peiping to the gates of Canton and from 
Shanghai to Chengtu, but the complete 
lack of will to resist on the part of the 
Nationalist armies or the people. There 
was hardly a battle worthy of the name 
in the whole campaign. 

The entire land was swept by the Red 
flood, which encountered no more than 
token opposition. There was nothing but 
a series of routs and mass turnovers of 
large sections of the Nationalist armies 
with all their sinews of war. 


+ DISINTEGRATION of the whole govern- 
mental military establishment of Presi- 
dent-Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek was 
vastly accelerated by the knowledge that 
the United States, the traditional friend 
of China, which had gone to his help 
against the Japanese, had now cast him 
off and washed its hands of him. The 
White Paper issued by the State Depart- 
ment was the last straw that broke the 
car el’s back. They who would spend 
bil! ons to build a barrier in Europe 
against the Western spread of Commu- 
nism, defying heaven’s laws by helping 
those against Red imperialism who had 
never helped themselves, blithely tossed 
to the wolves of this same earth-destroy- 
ing movement its most consistent and 
courageous opponent in the hour of his 
direst extremity! The undisputed leader 


of the most populous nation on earth, a 
man who had stood head and shoulders 
above his fellows for more than two_ 
decades as the constructive genius of 
ancient China, was first unjustly casti- 
gated, then betrayed. 

By the time the hordes of Mao Tse- 
Tung had swept to the Yangtse, it had 
become evident that the General’s cause 
unaided was hopelessly lost. At that late 
stage, even moral support from the 
United States accompanied by substantial 
aid in funds and war materials would 
have availed nothing. Quick armed inter- 
vention would have been the only thing 


- that could and would have prevailed. 


The men, planes and ships used would 
hardly have needed to exceed the num- 
bers used in the Korean war and the 
turning of the tide would probably have 
been much quicker than in the narrow 
peninsula of Korea against the powerful, 
well-trained and determined tank units 
of the North Koreans. 

Mao Tse-Tung’s armies in overrunning 
China had no such organization or arma- 
ment. Intervention by United States or 
United Nations’ forces would have re- 
stored the prestige of General Chiang 
and have been a shot-in-the-arm to his 
demoralized armies, just as the coming 
of the Americans to Korea transformed 
a crowd of just-as-badly-beaten and 
worse-frightened South Koreans into a 
fighting force and later a victorious army. 
They would have chased Mao Tse-Tung 
and company back to the Great Wall 
more quickly than the United Nations 
allies chased the North Koreans back to 
the Thirty-eighth Parallel! Mao’s armies 
were about half composed of deserted 
Nationalists, who under pressure would 
have deserted back to the Nationalists as 
readily as they had formerly flip-flopped 
to the Reds. 


+ In all of these observations I am 

persuaded that the sage of Tokyo, Gen- 

eral Douglas MacArthur, would be in

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HE Gospel according to Matthew 
includes three important discourses, 


or sermons, by our Lord Jesus 

Christ. The first is the well-known 
Sermon on the Mount, in chapters 5, 6 
and 7. The second, which occupies all of 
chapter 13, consists of a series of parables 
known as the Parables of the Kingdom. 
The third is in chapters 24 and 25 and is 
generally referred to as the Olivet Dis- 
course because of the locality in which it 
was delivered. 

Each of these discourses refers in one 
way or another to the earthly kingdom 
of our Lord. The Sermon on the Mount 
is frequently referred to as the constitu- 
tion of that kingdom, because in it we get 
the principles of its government. Here

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we find the Lawgiver who is greater than 
Moses, saying again and again, “But I say 
unto you,” as He lays down the rules that 
are to govern His subjects. 

The Parables of the Kingdom present 
the various phases of that kingdom from 
its inception to the day when the King 
shall send forth His angels to gather out 
of His kingdom all things that offend. 
The Olivet Discourse has to do par- 
ticularly with this last phase of the king- 
dom, and with the coming of the King 
to inaugurate His earthly reign. 

The Olivet Discourse covers a s?orter 
period of time than either of the other 
discourses. In it we get an intensity and 
a rapidity of movement which we do not 
get in the others. Because it will be, for 
the most part, a time of unparalleled 
anguish and sorrow, it is aptly called the 
Tribulation, and the latter part, the 
Great Tribulation. 


Matthew 24:1-14 


This is not the first mention of the 
Tribulation in the Bible. In their descrip- 
tions of “the day of the Lord,’ Isaiah, 
Jeremiah, Joel, and others give us de- 
tails so exactly like those given here 
that there can be no question they refer 
to the same time. (Compare, for example, 
Isa. 13:6-13 with Matt. 24:21-30.) This 
is not to say that there have not been 
partial fulfillments of those Old Testa- 
ment prophecies in time past, but the 
Olivet Discourse has to do with a final 
fulfillment. 


II 


Daniel is the only one of the prophets 
who is referred to by name in Matthew 
24 and 25. That is appropriate in view of 
the fact that when the disciples inquired 
about “the time of the end,” they were 
talking about something which is men- 
tioned in the prophecy of Daniel more 
than in any other book of the Old Testa- 
ment. (There is a vast difference between 
“the time of the end,” and “the end of 
time.” The disciples were not inquiring 
about the end of time, but about the 
end of an age in which they, as Jews, 
were particularly interested.) 


In His discourse on the Parables of the 
Kingdom, our Lord refers to this three 
times. In our Authorized Version it is 
called “the end of the world,” but a foot- 
note in the American Standard Version 
gives it more correctly as “the con- 
summation of the age.” From our Lord’s 
own interpretation of the Parable of the 
Tares (Matt. 13:36-43), we learn that it 
refers to a time of harvest when He will 
send forth His angels to gather out of 
His kingdom all things that offend. If 
this refers to “the end of the world,” as

_ be no need for gathering out those things 
| which 
escrip- | 


offend. This is manifestly a 
purging, but with no thought of destroy- 
ing the world in the process. Those gath- 
ered out—the wicked—will be cast into a 
furnace of fire (Matt. 13:42), but there 
is no hint here that the world and its 
works will be burned up at that time. 

On the other hand, it is clear that this 
removal of the wicked from among the 
just does not refer to the removal of the 
Church at the coming of the Lord. He 
will not use angels to accomplish that. 
“The Lord himself shall descend from 
heaven” to claim His own at that time. 
The removal of the wicked, moreover, is 
the exact opposite of that which will 
take place at the rapture. Then too, there 
is not even a hint of the resurrection of 
“the dead in Christ’—an outstanding 
feature of the rapture—in the Olivet Dis- 
course. Indeed, there is no reference 
whatsoever to resurrection in this portion 
of Scripture. 

In Isaiah 13:9, to which we have 
already referred, we read that “the day 
of the Lord cometh, cruel both with 
wrath and fierce anger, to lay the land 
desolate: and he shall destroy the sinners 
thereof out of it.” It is by angelic forces 
that He will accomplish this, as we learn 
from Matthew 13:41. We find these same 
forces similarly engaged later in this 
same chapter (v. 49), but there, as an- 
other has pointed out, we get what ‘“‘con- 
cerns neither Israel nor the Church, as 
is plain by the interpretation which our 
Lord Himself gives: it is mercy to the 
Gentiles, after the purpose of God as to 
the Church is complete. . . . This is at 
the completion of the age, and while 
coincident with the final harvesting of 
the wheatfield, is a different thing from 
it. To the present time it cannot apply 
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... for we are not in the ‘completion of 
the age,’ which is, as our Lord explains, 
the time of harvest” (F. W. Grant). 

“The consummation of the age” has no 
reference to the age in which we live. It 
is the broken-off end of Daniel’s seventy 
weeks, “the time of the end” to which 
he refers so often in his prophecy (Dan. 
8:17, 19; 9:26; 11:6, 27, 35, 40; 12:4, 9, 13). 
It will be “a time of trouble, such as 
never was since there was a nation even 
to that same time” (Dan. 12:1). Com- 
paring that statement with our Lord’s 
words in Matthew 24:21, we see that both 
refer to the same time. And the fact that 
our Lord adds, “no, nor ever shall be,” 
shows that there will never be another 
such time.

The question raised by the disciples in 
Matthew 24:3 came as the result of the 
Lord’s prediction concerning the temple 
—that there should not be left there one 
stone upon another that should not be 
thrown down. But it is sometimes over- 
looked that He had just said that the 
nation Israel should not see Him hence- 
forth until they should say, “Blessed is 
he that cometh in the name of the Lord” 
(Matt. 23:39). 

It is to that coming that the disciples 
refer when they ask, “What is the sign 
of Thy coming and completion of the 
age?” (J. N. Darby’s translation). To 
make that question refer to the Lord’s 
coming as promised in John 14:3 is to 
confuse things that differ. The Church, 
although promised, had not yet been 
formed as such. It was not until the Holy 
Spirit came at Pentecost and baptized 
believers into one body that the New 
Testament Church came into being as 
“the body of Christ.” That being so, the 


Church could not have had any part in 
the first sixty-nine weeks of Daniel. 
Neither will it have.any part in the. 
seventieth week. 

It was not the coming of the Lord for 
His Church about which the disciples 
were concerned at this time. As a matter 
of fact, just before His ascension they 
were still talking about the restoration 
of the kingdom to Israel (Acts 1:6). And 
what they had just heard from the lips 
of the Lord would only tend to deepen 
their concern for their people, their land, 
and their temple. 

In keeping with this we note that when 
our Lord answers their question, He 
begins with that to which they, as 
Israelites, would be especially exposed. 
Many would come to them in His name 
saying, “I am Christ” (or, “I am Mes- 
siah”), and deceive many (Matt. 24:4, 5). 
One can hardly conceive of a true Chris- 
tian being deceived by anyone making 
such a claim. But we can readily under- 
stand how a Jew, waiting for the Mes- 
siah, might be deceived by a false Christ. 
Comparing this verse with the parallel 
passages in Mark 13:6 and Luke 21:8, we 
see how bold such false Christs may be- 
come, even to the point of claiming deity 
by saying, “I am.” The word “Christ” is 
not in the original in either of those 
passages, a fact that is indicated in most 
of our Bibles by the use of italics. 

In issuing this warning the Lord was 
not addressing His disciples as indi- 
viduals merely, “but as representatives of 
others who would succeed them, and that 
right down to the time of the end, when 
the greatest false Christ will appear that 
the world has ever seen, and when death 
will be the penalty threatened for re- 
sisting his pretensions” (Grant). Of this 
one, the “many antichrists” (I John 2:18) 
of apostolic times were but the fore- 
runners. The “spirit of antichrist” was 
even then in the world (I John 4:3). 

But the Lord now goes on to speak of

The Postman Rings the School Bell

HAT would you do if you had 
WY only seven months to live? 

That’s an old question, but let’s 

ask it with a new twist. What 
would you do with your last seven months 
if you had to spend them on Death Row 
in a federal prison? 

About two years ago, Buddy Thompson, 
in his cell on San Quentin’s Death Row, 
asked himself that question. He answered 
it by studying the Bible. Enrolling for a 
Bible correspondence course, he spent his 
last days studying about creation, proph- 
ecy and the life, death and resurrection 
of Jesus Christ. 

Buddy was not what you would call a

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religious-minded fellow. His life had been 
filled with reform schools, jails and en- 
counters with the law. 

After his first jailbreak, Buddy had, 
in his own language, “pulled a gun on a 
cop.” The gun went off, and the police- 
man died a few hours later. Buddy went 
to Alcatraz for life. 

He was at Alcatraz during the riot of 
46. Nobody believed him afterward when 
he told them he’d been in his cell when 
nis best buddy had .killed a guard. In- 
stead they sent him to San Quentin to 
the Death Row. 

There Buddy read everything in sight, 
even Sunday school papers. In one of 
these he found the story of three women 
dope racketeers, one a murderer, who had 
found God in a prison cell. He read and 
wondered. Later he knelt by his bed on 


Death Row and accepted Christ as 
Saviour. 

Buddy wrote to the three women whose 
story he had read. Through them the 
way was opened for him to enroll in the 
Correspondence School carried on by 
Moody Bible Institute in Chicago. The 
Introductory Bible Course which he re- 
ceived taught him basic, fundamental 
facts about the Bible and especially about 
his new-found Lord. Buddy studied 
feverishly. Using truths he learned in 
these lessons, he pointed four other 
prison inmates on Death Row to Christ. 
Before going to the gas chamber in De- 
cember he passed the examinations for 
two courses. The day he died, he wrote, 
“Going on is happiness.” 


+ Few Moody Correspondence School 
students expect to face their Maker as 
soon as Buddy did. But most of them, 
whether truckdrivers, housewives, watch- 
makers, ministers or high school stu- 
dents, tackle their studies with the same 
let’s-get-on-to-the-next-lesson enthusi- 
asm. 

Ten thousand such eager students join 
the Correspondence School ranks each 
year, swelling the number instructed an- 
nually by the school to twenty thousand 
Total enrollment since 1900 has grown 
to more than two hundred thousand stu- 
dents from every state and from more 
than sixty foreign countries. 

The Introductory Bible Course which 
Buddy Thompson received is only one 
of twenty courses listed in the school’s 
curriculum. Through them you can learn 
everything from how to win souls for 
Christ to interpreting today’s headlines 


in the light of the Bible. (One of the 
newer courses is World Crises and the 
Prophetic Scriptures by Wilbur M. 
Smith.) 

You can study The Lord’s Prayer, Doc- 
trines of the Christian Faith, Six Days 
of Creation or any of sixteen others. The 
woman who has taken and _ passed 
twenty-seven courses since the school’s 
beginning—Mary Elizabeth Murrel, of 
Henderson, Ill—is legend among _ the 
staff; so are the half dozen students who 
have enrolled in every course offered so 
far. 

All these are down-to-earth study 
courses. They come complete with text- 
books and, of course, exams. Two colleges 
accept the Moody courses for credits 
toward graduation; at least three times 
as many Bible schools do likewise. 
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The authors’ names on courses will 
impress you if you are familiar with 
conservative Christian scholarship. Wil- 
bur M. Smith, William R. Newell, James 
M. Gray, C. I. Scofield, P. B. Fitzwater, 
Cc. Norman Bartlett and R. A. Torrey 
have all written for the school. 


Staff workers never wonder whether 
their courses are reaching the students. 
Each week two thousand pieces of mail 
cross their desks in Moody Bible Insti- 
tute’s tower building on LaSalle Street. 


+ CORRESPONDENCE School founders might 
be surprised at such activity, for the 
mail bag classes began quietly. Adver- 
tising in the InstrTuTE TIE in 1900, R. A. 
Torrey, first superintendent of Moody 
Bible Institute, offered two courses for 
those who “with a little well-directed 
study might become efficient lay workers 
in the cause of Christ.” Torrey had writ- 
ten one course himself; William R. 
Newell wrote the other on Bible Syn- 
thesis. 

Torrey’s challenge to more effective 
Christian work caught on. By 1905, 474 
were burning their oil lamps at night 
to study these home courses. Three years 
later the number enrolled had grown to 
1,107. Cautiously Torrey added more sub- 
jects. A great ministry had begun. 

In 1947 Philip R. Newell, son of the 
author of the school’s first Bible Synthe- 
sis Course, took the reins. Newell, a man 
who thinks and talks as rapidly as he 
moves, handles school business with an 
efficiency learned during seventeen years 
in the manufacturing world. His long 
hours of overtime desk work, his quick 
smile as he discusses courses and per- 
sonal needs, prove his enthusiasm for this 
way of teaching God’s Word. 

Members of his staff are equally en- 
thusiastic. For most of them Correspond- 
ence School is their life. Jennie Ostlund, 
supervisor of enrollments, has thought 
in terms of registrations and records since 
1908. Her sister, Eleanor, receptionist and 
secretary to Newell, might be called a 
newcomer. She started work with the 
school in 1921. On the staff, too, are six 
women who red pencil and grade the 
exams and keep in touch with the stu- 
dents about their studies. Two recorders 
see that the grades aren’t lost, and issue 
certificates when students finish their 
courses. 


+ NEWELL and his helpers call records, 
grades and financial data top-drawer 
secrets. They guard their files with tact- 
ful firmness. But if you could edge by 
them for a quick look at the files, you’d 
discover tales as fascinating as any col- 
lection of modern-day short stories. 
One file card, for example, tells of 
Clara Wilkinson, a pleasant, motherly 
looking woman who lives in Ohio. In a 
way, perhaps, it is ironic that she and 
her husband live on Viewpoint Avenue, 
because Mrs. Wilkinson is blind and her 
husband nearly blind. In addition to doing 
her own washing, cleaning, cooking and 
ironing, however, she recently found time 
to take the Moody Introductory Bible 
Course in Braille. Reading from the thick 
Braille lesson pages, checking the ref- 
erences in her Braille Bible and typing 
out the answers, she completed the 
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“Not salesmen but correspondence course classes," explains Newell as he points to his 
office map. Every dot represents a class. Rates for enrollees in these classes are on a de- 
scending scale; the more in a class, the lower the cost. 


course—and with good marks. 

Clara Wilkinson is only one of many 
sightless men and women who have 
signed up for this Moody correspondence 
course in Braille. A blind Alaskan boy 
studies the lessons, teaching them to fel- 
low villagers. An Arab woman in Bethle- 
hem, who somehow learned to read 
English Braille, now studies the Moody 
course and does evangelistic work among 
her Arab neighbors. 

Naturally, you’d find a story behind 
these Brailled copies of the Introductory 
Bible Course. In the spring of 1948, a 
blind Filipino girl wrote to Louise Mc- 
Craw, secretary of the Braille Circulating 
Library (distributors of free religious 
books in Richmond, Va.), to ask for a 
home Bible study course. Her library had 
none, but Miss McCraw began to think 
about Moody correspondence courses. 

After Director Newell had granted per- 
mission to Braille the Introductory Bible 
Course, Miss McCraw figured costs. Pro- 
fessionally done, one Brailled sheet would 
cost ten cents. One copy of the course 
would require three thousand sheets. And

she needed at least ten copies. To expect 
to find three thousand dollars in the 
library’s meager treasury was foolish. 
Then Miss McCraw remembered Anna 
VanderValk up in Hawthorne, NJ. 

Anna VanderValk, handicapped herself 
by one partially crippled leg and the task 
of nursing two elderly, ailing parents, had 
given up her job in 1942 to spend all her 
time translating tracts, the Bible and 
religious books into Braille, and to de- 
pend on God for her pay. To her already 
long list of jobs-waiting-to-be-Brailled, 
Miss VanderValk added the Introductory 
Bible Course at no charge. Plates started 
rolling off her machine that summer. 
By August, she gave Louise McCraw the 
go-ahead signal to insert an ad for the 
course in the September issue of a 
Brailled magazine. 

By the fourth of that same month, 
seven people had enrolled. By October 
5, fifty had signed up. Soon Braille text- 
books for the Introductory Bible Course 
started weighing down mailmen from 
Ethiopia to Manila. As a student finishes

Prayer and supplication, inter- 
cession and giving of thanks, praise and 
adoration are all envisaged; but, most 
of all, silent waiting on God. 

Verbal prayer goes hand in hand with 
unspoken communion. Mueller was wont 
to tarry long and quietly at the throne 
of grace before presenting his petitions. 
Then, mind stilled, thoughts composed, 
and faith assured, he was able to move 
mountains. 

Little does mankind realize what it 
owes to its unseen ministers. 

“Prayer moves the Hand that moves 

the world, 
And brings salvation down.” 

These hidden remembrancers are inter- 
mediaries between heaven and earth. 
What would Moody have been without 
the two devout women who prayed him 
into power and blessedness? Perhaps one 
capable worker among hundreds. As it 
was, he unpeopled hell. 

We live in a restless, vocal age. Preach- 
ers skip into pulpits and lecturers onto 
platforms with considerably more alacrity 
than listeners settle themselves in their 
seats to listen. Yet the quiet suppliant 
often achieves as much in an hour as 
his more vocal brethren accomplish in 
a lifetime. When the diary of one little 
known intercessor was checked after his

death, items of prayer were found to have 
synchronized with revivals in specified 
localities thousands of miles away. Seeing 
in secret, the Father rewarded openly. 


+ STILLNESS is an essential ingredient in 
divine working. The highest forms of 
energy, the mightiest manifestations of 
power, are put forth in silence. The 
thunder reverberates, but the lightning 
smites. The quiet restorative forces of 
nature repair the worst havoc of tornado, 
eruption, and avalanche. 

Man works with din, rush, and hurry. 
Factories pulsate; turbines throb; chim- 
neys blacken the sky; footsteps resound 
along the pavements. A little way off, 
God’s machinery is functioning. Dew 
falls noiselessly, and rain descends with 
soft patter. Acorns develop into trees and 
perpetuate themselves long after the 
most enduring human monuments have 
crumbled to dust. Without these gentle 
agencies, there would be no more activity 
here than on the moon. 

Truly, the operations of. the Lord are 
wonderful—“sought out of all them that 
have pleasure therein!” 

How much more so in the spiritual 
realm! 

In the stillness of the first Christmas 
evening, the star appeared in the east 
and Christ came to the manger; and in 
the quietness of the first Easter morning 
He left the tomb. Silently and without 
observation, the kingdom of God comes 
into countless millions of souls. Time

merges into eternity in silence. “Silence 
in heaven by the space of half an hour!” 
A silence affecting the entire universe 
of the hereafter! The prelude to bound- 
less activity to come! 


+ NOTHING is so vital to the irner life as 
silent waiting on God. What air, sun- 
shine, and moisture are to plants, waiting 
on God is to the soul; it is the secret of 
fruitfulness and growth. 

Some Christian workers complain they 
cannot find time to get quiet. A world- 
famous divine declared in my hearing 
that his life was such an incessant round 
of engagements that he prayed when he 
could; by implication, none too often. 
Possibly his audiences were beginning 
to find it out. 

Did David suffer his multifarious re- 
sponsibilities to crowd out waiting on 
God? By no means. On the contrary, his 
eyes prevented the night watches and 
anticipated the dawn (Ps. 119:147, 148), 
that he might meditate on the divine 
precepts. Glorious revelations crowned his 
devotions. He beheld the ascended Lord 
at the right hand of the Majesty on 
high; the Bridegroom emerging from the 
ivory palaces, all His garments smelling 
of myrrh, aloes, and cassia. His own soul 
was like a tree planted by the rivers of 
waters. 

Little less thronged with cares and 
perplexities was Isaiah’s life in those 
times of peril, apostasy, and invasion; 
yet he is the exponent of waiting on

God. His meditations are reflected in 
passages of unsurpassed loveliness. His 
are the pools of water and the flowers in 
the wilderness, the sorrowing Lamb and 
the atoning Sacrifice, the King in His 
beauty and the land of far distances. 
When the mind is “stayed on God,” as 
his was, the heart is kept “in perfect 
peace.” 

Thrice a day, notwithstanding his 
duties at the Babylonian court, Daniel 
went alone with God. Windows open, 
face toward Jerusalem, he knelt in 
prayer; a man “true to the kindred points 
of heaven and home,” an inspiration to 
every consecrated soul to be the same. 

Prayer, meditation and waiting on God 
are the springs which turn the wilderness 
of this world into an oasis. 

Too many of us emulate Martha rather 
than Mary, instead of learning a lesson 
from both. Without our Marthas—the 
busy souls who shine at socials, rallies, 
reunions, committee meetings, and many 
other forms of useful activity—much 
worthwhile work would be curtailed; but 
still less could we dispense with the 
Marys, the quiet spirits who sit at Jesus’ 
feet. 


“And, within those heavenly places, 
Calmly hushed in deep repose, 

There they drink, with joy absorbing, 
All the love He would disclose.” 


Nor shall the better part be taken 
from them. 


+ WHEN did the supreme revelation come 
to the father of the faithful? Not in the 
preparation for conflict; not in the clash 
of combat, but after the captains and 
kings had departed. Then, in the still- 
ness, the Priest of Salem brought forth 
the bread and the wine, and refreshed the 
soul of the weary patriarch. From that 
hour of communion, Abraham’s highest 
destiny began. 

Where did the liberator get the call? 
Not amid the bustle of Egypt, but in the 
solemn silence of the desert hinterland. 
There the bush glowed with the divine 
glory, not the crackle of conflagration, 
and Moses received the summons to the 
task of emancipation. Thenceforward, he 
wielded the authority of “that great 
power and stretched-out arm”; a man 
moved by the Spirit, and no longer striv- 
ing, as heretofore, in the energy of the 
flesh. 

How did God deal with His dispirited 
prophet? A mighty wind rent the rocks, 
the ground shuddered with an earth- 
quake, a fire blazed forth; but the Lord 
was in none of these convulsions. The 
disturbances past, lo, a still, small voice 
was audible! At the sound of that voice, 
Elijah wrapped his face in his mantle, 
withdrew to the entrance of the cave, 
and received his further mandate. His 
ministry was not ended, after all; great 
miracles were still to come. 

Long afterward, he stood with Moses 
on the Mount of Transfiguration, when 
the voice came from the excellent glory, 
“This is my beloved Son: hear him!” 

There seems to have been a gap in 
Paul’s early ministry, spent, some com- 
mentators conjecture, in searching the 
Scriptures, contemplation, and prayer. 


“How have I seen, in Araby, Orion, 
Seen without seeing till he set again; 
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Known the night noise and thunder of 
the lion; 

Silence and sounds of the prodigious 
plain!” 


In such circumstances, possibly, the 
nucleus of his epistolary teaching was 
given. 


+ IF much of our Lord’s earthly ministry 
was spent in communion with His heav- 
enly Father, how essential it is for us to 
get alone with God! The manna, be it 
remembered, scarcely cutstayed the dew. 
Too often the Christian, after a hurried 
toilet and still more perfunctory devo- 
tions, goes down to breakfast. Business 
engagements, household chores, or 
amusements occupy the day; and meet- 
ings and social intercourse, the evening. 
Nor is the vigil unduly prolonged on re- 
tiring. There is a serious leakage of 
spiritual efficiency here. Why not cut out 
some of the small talk and desultory 
conversation? Why not devote more 
leisure moments to the vital things of 
life? 

“They that wait upon the Lord shall 
renew their strength; they shall mount 
up with wings as eagles; they shall run 
and not be weary; they shall walk and 
not faint.” 

On descending from the mount, Moses’ 
face shone; and a spiritual effulgence 
radiates from souls that wait on God. 
“Do you know Jesus?” a little street 
Arab was asked. “No,” was the urchin’s 
response; “but a gentleman comes into 
our court sometimes; he’s His friend!” 
Doubtless that visitor was often with the 
Lord.

+ No more fragrant page has been writ- 
ten than that by the Christian mystics. 
Such names as Tauler, Tersteegen, Suso, 
Fenelon and Madame Guyon are familiar 
to many of us. There was nothing mys- 
terious about them. Some of them were 
the most practical of people. 

Tauler was a distinguished preacher; 
Tersteegen and Suso, beautiful poets; 
Fenelon, an exemplary pastor, beloved 
by his clergy, and so revered for good 
works and saintly character that the 
hostile army invading France left his 
estates untouched. 

What was the secret of their wonder- 
ful experience? It was waiting on God.

a miracle—and I guess they’re right. 

It’s not that Jack Dempsey, my 

long-time friend, still calls me Iron 
Man Joe Kurp, the toughest sparring 
partner he ever had. It’s something big- 
ger than that. But let me tell you all 
about it. 

My name is Joseph Kurp, and I was 
born in 1902, one of a Lithuanian family 
of nine kids. My pop mined coal near 
Shamokin, Pa., and he mined a lot of 
coal. But he drank like a fish, beat my 
mom and raised trouble in general. When 
I was twelve I had to quit school and go 
to work in the mines too, so there would 
be some money coming into our family. 

I went to work all right, but being a 
green kid, I messed things up good by 
falling asleep on my job of door tending 
one day, and a whole string of empty 
coal cars went roaring down the hill 
untended. Nobody was hurt—but I was 
fired. 

I got another job, twisting silk in a 
silk mill, seven nights a week, thirteen 
hours a night, but I just seemed to be 
born to get into trouble! So it wasn’t 
long till I got mad in a little game with 
the Yankusky brothers at work one 
night, and took ’em on both at once! 

I came out of that fight with two big, 
ragged stab wounds. Somehow I couldn’t 
bring myself to tell Mom or let on at the 
silk factory. I tried to keep working, but 
I was in so much pain all the time, I 
slowed down and was fired from that 
job, too. 

A little later on, I lost another job 
because I got into a rock and gun fight 
and got hurt again. But I also kept this 
from Mom. I remember the day she 
seemed to be so hard boiled with me. 
She didn’t know I was suffering death 
inside and out from shame and also 
from being shot. 

“Mom,” I said. “Mom, I’m awful hun- 
gry.” 

She didn’t answer, but went right on 
with her work.

managed to hold my voice steady long 
enough to say, “Mom—if you won’t fix 
me anything to eat, I’ll fix it like I did 
yesterday, but where’s the grub?” 

Mom didn’t even look at me. “No,” she 
said. “I’m sorry, Joe. No job, no food.” 

Now, don’t get Mom wrong. She was 
really sweet, and she feels bad about 
that day.

I was floored. “Yeh?” I said.

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GIDEON: a Tragedy 


There’s a solemn warning for every 


who once well knew the power of God 


Part II 


THE STUDY SO FAR has dealt with Gid- 
eon’s call, his testings, his experience 
with the fleece, and the steps by which 
his army is reduced to three hundred 
God-picked men. Now, before attacking, 
he is told to spy on the Midianite camp 
by night (Judg. 7:9). 


E ought, like Gideon, to fear the 

WV ex of our souls. And we 
ought, like him, to learn that the 
enemy fears us. 

“Satan trembles when he sees 

The weakest saint upon his knees.” 

The devil fears “a cake of barley 
bread.” The cheapest of loaves, food of 
the common people, is the sword of 
Gideon and of Gideon’s God to destroy 
the camp of the wicked. 

Go down at midnight to see the hosts 
of wickedness, and to hear the dreams 
which enshrine their dark fears. Take 
Phurah along. Two by two is the gospel 
rule; be not ashamed of your reluctance 
to go alone. You need godly company. 

What dark fears do the people of the 
world avow today? The fear of death. 
What if death should be the end? What 
then will become of the worldly man’s 
proud possessions, position and achieve- 
ment? What if death should not be the 
end? Have the pleasures and pursuits of 
a worldly life fitted the man “whose por- 
tion is in this life” for eternity—with 
God? 

Barroom boasts on the eve of battle 
melt away under the barrage of bombs. 
Some men boast that they are not afraid 
of death; their test is death itself. Notice 
how worldly people avoid pronouncing 
the very word “death.” “He has gone,” 
“He passed on,” but never, “He died.” 

Then there is the fear of judgment on 
sin. Sinners fear judgment so much that 
they strain every euphemism to save 
themselves from testing the unsavory 
word upon their palates. Sin is “weak- 
ness,” “error,” “mistake,” “habit”; it is 
clothed in philosophical abstractions till 
sins emerge as temporary recessions in 
the evolutionary “progress of mankind 
onward and upward forever.” 

Sin is marvelously dressed up when it 
falls into the hands of a sinner with a 
Ph.D. Strip sin of the cap and gown with 
which science falsely so called invests it, 
and it remains the same naked, ugly

Christian in the fall of Gideon, 


disobedience to God with which the 
serpent beguiled Eve and slew Adam. 
God is against it; Gideon is against it; 
and you and I do well to join them in 
fighting the monster in our own deceit- 
ful hearts. 

There are other fears as well. 

The fear of failure. What man is so 
sure of the success he craves as to escape 
this fear? 

The fear of want, of poverty. No bank 
account, no stocks and bonds, no real 
estate, no splendid job, no confidence in 
one’s own powers can entirely abolish the 
possibility that all these things may be 
swept away. 

The fear of war. Even preparation for 
it grinds the faces of men in the dust. 
Civilization totters helpless before the 
specter of another world-wide conflict. 

Fear of weakness and sickness, that 
strike down the strongest. 

Fear of fear through looking into a 
mirror—yes, a series of mirrors—and 
seeing our first fear multiplied in over- 
busy imagination. Indeed, the enemy is 
afraid. 

Courage, child of God. Courage, 
Gideon’s men. Match every fear of the 
enemy with your own trust in God. The 
sword of the Lord in Gideon’s hand will 
win victories. 


II 

At last Gideon and his men are ready 
to go out to victory. Every preparation 
has been made, every test completed. 
Gideon and the three hundred are ready. 
How are they equipped? I can find but 
one sword among them, the sword of the 
Lord. It is not “the swords of the Lord 
and of Gideon”; “sword” is in the singu- 
lar number. That one sword is enough— 


‘the Word of God. 


What armament do they bear? Gideon 
put in each man’s hand a trumpet, an 
empty pitcher, and lamps or torches 
within the pitchers. Years, ago the armies 
of Chinese warlords were said to be 
armed with umbrellas and teapots. There 
were few casualties, because the rival 
forces kept a respectful distance from one 
another. We Christians are accused of 
being as ludicrously equipped in our 
supposed warfare against evil. Trumpets, 
pitchers and torches seem to substantiate 
the claim. 

Never forget, however, that there is 
one weapon, secret weapon if you choose 


to call it so, mightier than all other pos- 
sible armament, and that weapon, the 
Sword of the Lord, is in the hands of the 
One who alone can wield it. It is as if we 
and we alone had one bomb capable of 
annihilating all potential enemies. When 
God “has loosed the fateful lightning of 
His terrible swift sword, His truth is 
marching on” to victory. God lets pre- 
pared Gideons and their prepared men 
handle that weapon. Fearful responsi- 
bility that of handling the Word of God 
aright. 

What do trumpet and pitcher and 
torch mean? We have the trumpet of 
testimony, with which to “give no un- 
certain sound.” “I know whom I have 
believed.” Above the storm at sea I can 
shout, “I believe God.” 

We have the torch, “the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the face 
of Jesus Christ.” Someone has said that 
the line of the hymn, 

“Trim your feeble lamp, my brother,” 
should read, 

“Trim your lamp, my feeble brother.” 
There is no trouble with the lamp. The 
wick is woven of the text of Scripture, 
and the lamp is filled with the oil of the 
Holy Spirit. The trouble is with the feeble 
brother. 

“But we have this treasure in earthen 
vessels, that the excellency of the power 
may be of God, and not of us.” The safety 
deposit box of the ancient world was an 
earthen jar, carefully sealed, and buried 
in one’s garden. There lay his deeds and 
notes, his gold and jewels, perchance for 
some archaeologist to dig up long cen- 
turies after. 

Our treasure is not such. Our treasure 
is the Light of the world. We have that 
treasure in earthen vessels, in these 
bodies of clay, the temple-sanctuaries of 
the Holy Spirit. And the pitcher must be 
broken, the earthen vessel shattered, the 
life crucified, that it may be hid in a 
blaze of light with Christ in God. Hidden 
light, light hidden in darkness, wins no 
victories. 

Nor are the fragments of broken pot- 
tery useless. When the poor man in 
ancient times wanted to write a letter, 
he went to the ash heap where discarded 
fragments of broken earthen vessels lay, 
selected a fragment of suitable size. and 
had some learned scribe write his mes- 
sage thereon. Whole, the pitcher only 
hides the light. Broken, it discloses the 
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light, and its very fragments will carry 
messages of the love and mercy of God 
into all the world. 

Why do we not see more widespread 
revival today? Some lamps are hid in 
pitchers kept selfishly whole. In a self- 
righteous moment we break out a small 
portion of the top of the pitcher, or ten- 
tatively crack the pottery with a softened 
blow upon a stone. Break the pitcher, 
shatter it utterly, let the life be crucified 
with Christ, “let your light so shine!” 
Let “Christ in you, the hope of glory,” 
be seen; henceforth His will and His 
alone be done! Go all out for God! The 
hosts of Satan will flee and fall. They 
have plenty of swords. They will use them 
on one another.

The bandwagon catches up with the 
weary shock troops. “Why didn’t you tell 
us there was going to be a great victory? 
If we had known how well your crazy 
enterprise would turn out, we would have 
marched with you.” 

“Ah, brethren,” Gideon answers with 
consummate tact, “what have I done now 
in comparison of you? Is not the gleaning 
of the grapes of Ephraim better than the 
vintage of Abiezer? God hath delivered 
into your hands the princes of Midian 

.. and what was I able to do in com- 
parison of you?” 

A wise general, Gideon magnanimously 
gives more than credit due to the 31,700. 
After all, they knew what to do with a 
retreating enemy. Don’t be too hard on 
timid and unready souls. The 300, faint, 
yet pursuing, need these fresh reinforce- 
ments to reap the full measure of victory. 
Gideon and his men wisely eschew spirit- 
ual pride, the sorest foe of choicest saints. 
The trouble of discontent is safely met. 

Succoth. How seldom prosperity teaches 
humility! Unconvinced by success, these 
men will not believe until they see the 
dead hands of Midian’s kings, hands that 
have so often grasped their throats in 
ruthless violence. No bread for the saints 
from the booths of incredulity! Succoth, 
where Jacob found rest after reconcilia- 
tion with his brother Esau, has forgotten 
the bonds of brotherhood. 

Penuel, where Jacob met God face to 
face and won his greatest victory, now a 
tower of fleshly security, of trust in 
stones and mortar, bolts and gates, only 
writes under Succoth’s answer, “Ditto!” 
It takes a bit of the devil’s courage to 
say “no” to God in the first place, but 
for those who hear and follow, “no” is the 
easiest syllable of speech. 

“Faint, yet pursuing,” fainter, yet going 
on, the 300 achieve their goal, bring back 
not dead hands, but the kings of Midian 
alive. Now what say Succoth and Penuel? 
Yet Gideon is discerning, singles out the 
leaders in Succoth for instruction with 
thorns, at Penuel throws down only the 
tower with those who trust in the security 
of the flesh. 

Had not Zeba and Zalmunna slain the 
brothers of Gideon, even they would have 
escaped with their lives. So will our Elder 
Brother avenge the martyrs for His 
faith, in the day of the vengeance of 
God. Gideon’s path is dogged by trouble; 
but when one is victorious, he can stand 
a lot of trouble. God sends His severest 
trials to those best armed to meet them.

Prosperity is more dangerous to spirit- 
ual well-being than adversity. “Let him 
that thinketh he standeth, take heed lest 
he fall.”

News of Conferences and Campaigns 


Evangelists and other Christian workers reporting 
items for this department will please arrange to have 
copy reach the magazine rot later than the 20th day 
of the second month preceding date of issue. 

This department is intended for news in concise 
reports of evangelistic and Bible conference work in 
general. We do not invite statements eulogizing the 
leaders or participants nor can we promise to print 
them. 

Reports should be definite. Include the name 
of church and pastor or sponsoring organization 
as well as city, state, and dates of the meeting. 
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IRST reports concerning the series of 

meetings being conducted by Dr. 
Hyman Appelman in the British Isles 
tell of large crowds and stirring services 
with many decisions for Christ. 

During five nights in historic Tent 
Hall in Glasgow, Scotland, hundreds were 
dealt with in the inquiry room. At Edin- 
burgh, a one-day meeting in Central 
Hall brought together the outstanding 
pastors and religious leaders in the ter- 
ritory for two hours of soul-searching and 
dedication. An evening meeting ended 
with hundreds on their knees at the altar 
and in the aisles, surrendering their lives 
to Christ. 

Seven nights in Liverpool, England, 
sponsored by the Merseyside Youth for 
Christ and by hundreds of co-operating 
churches, brought more than 3,500 to 
hear Dr. Appelman. Delegations, in 
loaded caravans, came from all over this 
section of the British Isles, from Eng- 
land, Wales, Scotland, and even from 
Ireland. One pastor brought most of his 
church with him on Sunday night for the 
after-church rally. 

Results have been many and far-reach- 
ing. One night a woman loaned her maid 
a coat to enable the girl to attend serv- 
ices. The maid accepted Christ as her 
Saviour. The next night the woman her- 
self came and was converted. Another 
young girl came to Christ on the first 
invitation and every night thereafter 
brought from two fo four girls with her 
and won them to Christ. One mother 
responded to the gospel appeal on a 
Sunday night and on Wednesday every 
other member of her family—her hus- 
band, two daughters and a son—was 
saved. 

Pastors engaged in the promotion of 
these campaigns have stated that they 
believe these may be the beginnings of 
the British Isles revival for which so 
many have been earnestly praying. 

The meetings, which began March 
21, were arranged as a part of the 
“Festival of Britain” campaigns, spon- 
sored by the Movement for World Evan- 
gelization. Meetings for Dr. Appelman 
and Singer Jack Rollings. were scheduled 
in London, Liverpool, Plymouth, Glas- 
gow and Edinburgh in the largest audi- 
toriums and stadiums available. 


Dr. John S. Wimbish, pastor of Calvary 
Baptist Church in New York City, and 
Talmage J. Bittikofer of Detroit, Mich., 
assisted the Calvary Baptist Church of 
Lexington, Ky., F. Russell Purdy, pastor, 
in a series of evangelistic meetings during 
the south-wide simultaneous Crusade for 


Christ, March 25-April 8. Their ministry 
reached many students on the campus of 
the University of Kentucky and drew 
large crowds to hear the gospel night 
after night. Many persons made profes- 
sion of faith and united with the church. 

Mr. Bittikofer, formerly associated with 
Moody Bible Institute and Moody Memo- 
rial Church in Chicago, directed the large 
choirs and conducted the congregational 
singing. Dr. Wimbish, in addition to his 
ministry from the pulpit, was guest 
speaker on radio programs and in open- 
air meetings. 


Bob Oughton and Fred Garland re- 
cently completed successful campaigns 
in three churches: the New Hope Bap- 
tist Church in Salem, Va., where H. R. 
Moose is pastor; the First Baptist Church 
in Spring City, Tenn., J. W. Davis, pastor; 
and the First Baptist Church of Austin, 
Minn. 

Many professed faith in Christ, others 
yielded their lives wholly to Him, homes 
surrendered for a family altar, and there 
was a general awakening to the needs 
of lost men. 

One night, when Evangelist Oughton 
gave his life’s story, “From Strong Man 
to Soul-winner,” two weight lifters— 
strong men—made profession of faith 
in Christ as Saviour. 


F. A. Wirth reports good meetings at 
the Pankeyville Baptist Church, near 
Harrisburg, Ill., March 25-April 8. Many 
came for salvation and to reconsecrate 
their lives to Christ. Others promised 
to establish family altars in their homes. 
In addition, a large number were bap- 
tized and made application for church 
membership.

he called me on the telephone and I 
promised to come to a street meeting 
he was conducting the next day. 

There I was in trouble on a manslaugh- 
ter charge and going to a church meet- 
ing on the street! I thought I must be 
going off my conk. Maybe I was punch 
drunk after all that time! 

But I went to the street meeting, and 
when some kid ran up and handed me a 
hymnbook, I thought I’d die I was so 
ashamed. I didn’t even know how to hold 
it. But I caught on how to follow the 
first line under every row of music, and 
Mr. Nye, smiling right at me, hollered 
out the page number of my favorite 
tune, “The Old Rugged Cross.” 

I followed the words along with my 
finger. “The emblem of suffering and 
shame... for a world of lost sinners. .. .” 
All of a sudden I didn’t know whether to 
run or lay flat down on the street and 
bawl like a baby! Those words “suffering 
and shame” stuck in my head. For the 
first time in my life I was ashamed of 
the way I’d lived, cheating people, trying 
to kill, lying to nice ladies like Mom and 
Miss Haas, gambling, drinking, shoot- 
ing—sinning! 

The song said, “for a world of lost 
sinners was slain.” I’d heard of men 
who died for their buddies in the army, 
but Jesus Christ died for me—and I was 
anything but His buddy! 

I was taking some terrific punches to 
the heart as I stood there, all thumbs 
and feet. I was sure everybody was look- 
ing at me holding that hymnbook. I was 
trying to get it to lean up in the forks 
of a little bush by the sidewalk there so 
I wouldn’t have to hold it, when it seemed 
like He said, “Pay attention to Me, Joe. 
I died to save you. You’re going to be 
in trouble the rest of your life without 
Me. But with Me running things for you, 
you’ll be fine. Believe on Me in your 
heart, and leave the rest to Me. Take 
Me on as your Manager, Joe!” 

And I did. Right there on the street, 
still holding that hymnbook in my hands.

Somehow I didn’t have sense enough 
even to tell Mr. Nye or Miss Haas. I just 
saw the manslaughter charge through to 
its end, and left town, much to the relief 
of almost everyone who knew me.

But even 
keeping still, with no help from anyone, 
the Holy Spirit had done His miracle 
work in me. All my bad habits had 
dropped away. I got so I could read the 
Bible right along. (You see, when I got 
changed, I couldn’t even make out most 
of the words.) Now I can teach from the 
Bible. Fact is, I do sometimes. Because, 
you see, Iron Man Joe Kurp has been 
night supervisor of the Pacific Garden 
Mission in Chicago for the past five 
years! Yes, and I’m a happy bridegroom 
of less than a year, too. I met Virginia 
doing the Lord’s work at the mission. 


I’ve got a lot of clippings and stories 
from the newspapers about myself, of 
course, and some letters from some big- 
shots, too. But let me read just a couple 
of lines from the letter I prize most of all. 

“Dear Joe,” it says. “I wanted to let 
you know that the days I spent at the 
Railroad Fair in Chicago this summer 
with you were among the most enjoyable 
I ever spent in my life. You don’t even 
look like the same man I knew ten years 
ago. I wish you success in your work, and 
I count you among my best friends from 
now on.” 

That letter is dated August, 1948, and 
it’s signed, “Always your friend, Phil 


Mackard,” the guy I once tried to kill!

ITH the report of the recent Sen- 

ate Crime Investigating Committee 
still fresh in the national mind, new 
statistics emphasize the prominent role 
which young people are playing in the 
US. crime picture. Persons under twen- 
ty-one figured in 28.9 per cent of the 
crimes committed last year, according to 
J. Edgar Hoover of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation. The “predominant” age 
of persons arrested was twenty-one, 
Hoover said, and this age group showed 
an increase of arrests of 7 per cent over 
1941. 

Last year’s crime figures reached a new 
high when 1,790,030 major crimes were 
committed—one every eighteen seconds. 
This was an increase of 1.5 per cent over 
1949. Crimes of violence—murder, man- 
slaughter, rape or assault to kill—were 
committed on-an average of one every 
five minutes. 


The Missing Element 


Influenced in part no doubt by just 
such figures, the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution are on record as asking 
for restoration of “simple, undenomina- 
tional prayers, hymns and a simple de- 
votional service” in public schools. “The 
gradual removal from our public schools 
of all religious expression,” said the or- 
ganization at its recent sixtieth Conti- 
nental Congress in Washington, D.C., “‘is 
contrary to the spirit and principles 
under which this country was founded.” 


The Times Takes Notice 


In the face of crime and juvenile de- 
linquency, efforts to bring the gospel to 
children and young people in the nation’s 
largest city is also in the month’s news. 
An unusual story in the New York Times 
describes how more than 200,000 children 
a year are hearing the message of salva- 
tion through the Child Evangelism Fel- 
lowship. 

Work is being done through 316 Bible 
clubs, 125 summer vacation Bible schools, 
nine centers for training volunteer teach- 
ers, a weekly Bible hour on the radio, a 
220-acre camp, and street work and 
rallies in church buildings. Seventeen 
staff members and 400 volunteers conduct 
the work. 

For the last two years, according to 
the report, the group has been reaching 
children every week by visiting children’s 
wards of eight metropolitan hospitals. 
Recently a class for cerebral palsy vic- 
tims was started in one hospital. 
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New "Home on the Range" 


In Colorado, Round-Up Lodge, a 2,900- 
acre recreation camp, is being added to 
the ranch facilities of Young Life Cam- 
paign in its work of reaching high school 
youth with the gospel. The camp has 
fifty-eight buildings—including an as- 
sembly hall, recreation building, handi- 
craft shop, and thirty-four sleeping cab- 
ins—a swimming pool, 100-horse corral 
and tennis courts. The camp and equip- 
ment valued at $450,000 are being paid 
for by a group of friends of the organ- 
ization. 

The lodge was purchased as a result 
of the growing interest in Young Life’s 
program at Star Ranch in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., and at Silver Cliff Ranch 
near Round-Up Lodge. Recreation in the 
camps is combined with Bible teaching 
evangelism that brings response from 
about 90 per cent of young people who 
attend. Silver Cliff will be made avail- 
able to adults according to present plans. 


Baptists Crusade 


East of the Mississippi, an estimated 
100,000 professions of faith were made 
during the first ten days of the Southern 
Baptist evangelistic crusade in that sec- 
tion of the United States. The estimate 
was based on a cross-section report of 
representative groups of churches. Of the 
18,525 churches of the denomination in 
the area where the crusade is in progress, 
15,000 are participating. 

An interesting sidelight of the cam- 
paign occurred in Bluefield, W.Va., where 
one pastor was so occupied with the suc- 
cess of the crusade, he forgot to receive 
the offering. “I will never live [the inci- 
dent] down,” he says, “and I dare say 
the treasurer will never recover.” 


More Church Members 


Throughout the country, meanwhile, 
church rolls are still growing. Member- 
ship in fifty-four denominations showed 
gains of 51.6 per cent between 1926 and 
1949, according to a new survey by the 
National Council of Churches. During 
the same period, the population of the 





The Master's Business 

A millionaire Christian oilman 
in Fort Worth, Tex., recently laid 
aside important business for more 
important business. 

The matter at hand was the sal- 
vation of a seventy-one-year-old 
man in Houston, Tex. The elderly 
Houston resident wanted to travel 
to Fort Worth to ask the million- 
aire how to become a Christian. 

“No,” said the oilman, “I’ll come 
to see you.” 

He flew to Houston and before 
he flew home again that night, six 
men had accepted Christ as Sa- 
viour: the elderly man, his two 
sons, a grandson, and two business 
associates. 

The millionaire soul-winner is 
William Fleming, president of 
Texas Baptists, who earlier chal- 
lenged his denomination to win 
250,000 people to Christ this year. 











United States increased only about 30 
per cent. 

Highest per cent increase—1,025 per 
cent—is reported by the Church of God 
in Christ, which had 30,263 members in 
1926 and 340,530 in 1949. Next highest 
is the Assemblies of God, with a 474 per 
cent increase. In terms of numbers, the 
largest gain was reported by the Roman 
Catholic Church, with Southern Bap- 
tists reporting the largest numerical 
gains among Protestants. 

Smaller denominations showing such 
great percentage growth are character- 
ized by “an intense evangelistic spirit, 
and generally teach the second coming 
of Christ,” says Dr. Benson Y. Landis, 
associate director of the National Coun- 
cil’s department of research and survey. 

“American church membership is at 
an all-time high,” he declares, “not only 
in terms of actual numbers, but in pro- 
portion to the population.” But, he adds, 
there are also more people not on the 
church rolls than ever before.

NAE in Chicago 


Some of the spring and summer con- 
ferences are already history. One of 
these is the ninth annual convention of 
the National Association of Evangelicals 
held in April in Chicago. There more 
than 2,000 delegates and guests heard 
leaders speak on exalting Christ in mis- 
sions, home, church, school, industry and 
government. 

Resolutions passed by the group in- 
cluded: (1) A statement in support of 
General Douglas MacArthur. (2) Pro- 
test against “frivolous or carnal” tele- 
vision programs and commercials which 
“promote the use of alcoholic beverages 
and encourage other habits injurious to 
youth.” (3) A statement of opposition to 
all forms of gambling, asserting that 
gambling is inherently evil and contrary 
to the moral precepts of the Bible. (4) 
A call to constituent churches to enlarge 
Sunday school activities to train chil- 
dren and young people so they can come 
to a saving knowledge of Christ. (5) An 
expression of dissatisfaction with “neo- 
orthodoxy.” 


The Social View 


Word of another conference comes 
from Wheaton, Ill., where delegates re- 
cently gathered at Wheaton College for 
the second annual Christian Social Work 
Conference. Dr. T. Stanley Soltau of 
Memphis began the two-day session with 
a speech on “A Church Alive to the 
Social Needs of Its Community.” Other 
speakers presented the opportunities in 
social work, and discussion groups con- 
sidered such topics as rescue missions, 
institutional care of children, foster care 
of children, club and camp work, and 
care of juvenile delinquents. The confer- 
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ence concluded with a session on the 
place of psychiatry in Christian social 
work. 


Merger in Philadelphia 


Highlighting developments in the field 
of Christian education is the merger of 
the Bible Institute 
of Pennsylvania and 
the Philadelphia 
School of the Bible 
to form the Phila- 
delphia Bible Insti- 
tute. The new in- 
stitute plans to hold 
its first day and eve- 
ning school classes 
this fall in Phila- 
delphia in an eight- 
story building for- 
merly occupied by the YWCA. 

Dr. William A. Mierop, president of the 
Bible Institute of Pennsylvania, will be 
president of the new school. V. Clifford 
Harrington, executive vice-president of 
the Philadelphia School of the Bible, 
will serve as vice-president and treas- 
urer, while Dr. Clarence E. Mason, Jr., 
also of the Philadelphia School of the 
Bible, will be dean. 

More than 500 day school students and 
at least 500 evening school students are 
expected, according to estimates. 





Mierop 


For Negroes, Too 


Three Southern: Baptist theological 
seminaries are opening their doors this 
fall to qualified Negro students. The 
schools are Southwestern Baptist The- 
ological Seminary at Fort Worth, Tex.; 
New Orleans Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, New Orleans, La., and Southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky. The seminary at Fort Worth was 
the first to take action. 

Commenting on the step, Dr. Gaines 
S. Dobbins, acting president of the Louis- 
ville school, said, “It came out of a deep 
sense of obligation to our fellow Negro 
Baptists in helping to provide more ade- 
quate advantages for the training of 
qualified Negro students for whom pro- 
vision is lacking... .” 


In Memoriam 


A new $200,000 building, housing ad- 
ministrative offices, library, classrooms 
and laboratories, is now in use at Stony 
Brook School, Stony Brook, L.I., N.Y. 
Known as Memorial Hall, the building 
was recently dedicated to the memory 
of twenty-one graduates who lost their 
lives in World War II; the late Dr. John 
F. Carson, founder; and the late Arno C. 


Gaebelein, long associated with the 
school. 
Men Wanted 


More than five hundred additional 
chaplains are needed during the next 
few months by the Army, Navy and Air 
Force. The Army, with 1,200 chaplains, 
is asking for 150 more. The Navy needs 
200 to add to the 600 already serving, and 
the Air Force wants to expand from 
700 to 900. 


The Fight for Darkness 


Science and Life, a Russian popular 
science journal, is asking for renewed 


efforts to spread the principles of athe- 
ism through the All-Union Society on 
the Dissemination of Political and Scien- 
tific Knowledge. The society issued ten 
pamphlets last year, with titles such as 
Marxism-Leninism on Religion, Science 
in the Struggle with Superstitions, and 
Scientific Foresight and Religious Proph- 
ecies. Further distribution of such pam- 
phlets is “very much needed,” says the 
magazine. 

The society also holds seminars in 
leading Soviet cities to brief workers on 
the “important factors in the struggle 
against religion.” 

Other highlights from 
world include: 


YUGOSLAVIA—A compromise of dif- 
ferences between the Roman Catholic 
Church and Yugoslavia’s Communistic 
government could be worked out, Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinac, imprisoned 
spiritual leader of Yugoslavia’s Catholics, 
said recently in an interview with the 
Associated Press. There should, how- 
ever, be a clear-cut division between 
church authority over spiritual matters 
and state control over temporal affairs. 
he continued. Stepinac was imprisoned 
four and a half years ago on charges of

Well, missionaries enjoy pictures from home, too! 
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The old familiar sights, such as Mother talking 
on the phone.

HANKS so much for the pictures! 
They made our Minnesota home 
seem so much closer to us here in Africa.” 
This was the enthusiastic response I 
received recently aftér sending a few 
simple snapshots to a missionary couple. 
One photo was of little brother feeding 
his pet lamb; another of Mother reaching 
into her deep freeze unit; and still an- 
other of Dad building an addition to the 
barn. 

The missionaries’ letter went on to ex- 
plain how, even after four years on the 
field, one fondly remembers the little 
things of home. How much better to see 
them! The old familiar sights, such as 
Mother talking on the-~phone, or reading 
her Bible; Dad chatting with the men 
outside church after service; Junior 
churning ice cream on the back porch. 

You, too, can brighten up your letters 
to missionaries with a batch of snapshots. 
They will give your letters an added 
touch of spice. No, they don’t have 
to be of professional quality, but 
you should put some real thought 
into how you take them. Here are 
a few hints that will help put 
your pictures in a class above the 
average. 

Hint 1, have the people doing 
something natural. 

Instead of ‘having sister just 
holding the new baby, show her 
feeding him. Instead of picturing 
Aunt May squinting self-con- 
sciously into the lens, photograph 
her picking a bouquet. Instead of 
snapping Uncle Ben relaxing in 
the hammock, get him telling 
stories to the children. 

Hint 2, (with the help of the mission- 
ary’s family) think up intimate little 
glimpses around the home. 


Show Dad studying the farm journals, 
or puzzling over the monthly bills. Show 
Mother ironing, or taking food out of the 
refrigerator. A picture of Audrey Peter- 
son, ordinary farm girl, cutting out ging- 
ham for a dress, will not get in the daily 
paper, but it will have plenty of personal 
appeal for Eric Peterson, her brother in 
Africa. 

Hint 3, don’t be stingy with the film. 

If you go to the trouble of taking one 
roll of pictures, take three, or better yet, 
take five rolls. Retake the same picture 
from different angles to be sure you get 
the best view. Some professionals expose 
hundreds of negatives of the same picture 
to insure getting just the right shot. The 
small extra expense will be amply repaid 
in the satisfaction and pleasure a better 
picturz will bring. 

Hint 4, take many indoor photos. 

In case you have forgotten, three pho- 
toflood lamps cost about a dollar at prac- 
tically any drug store, and can be used 
over and over again. Your most intimate 
pictures are taken indoors—the family 
around the dinner table, the youngsters 
saying their prayers. Don’t miss the 
chance to include many of these easy-to- 
take indoor snaps. 

Now you have the formula. All you need 
to add to it is a little get-up-and-get- 
started! And remember, the pictures 
don’t have to be perfect. After all, you are 
not trying to satisfy the editor of Life. 
You are just adding some spice to your 
next letter to a missionary. Make your 
pictures informal, intimate, plentiful! 

And after you have done all this, re-

CHINA. The Lutheran Church in 
China has been taken over by a pro- 
Communist group within the church. 
Lutheran headquarters in this country 
report that a small group of young 
pastors in the church who were infected 
with Communist ideas called a special 
meeting in Hankow, January 25-29. A 
select list of native clergymen was invited 
to attend so as to give the conference a 
semblance of being representative in 
character. 

The conference issued a manifesto in 
which they charged mission societies with 
being “the tools to occupy China,” de- 
scribed missionaries as “the agents of 
imperialism,” and expressed “boundless 
joy” that “we are today liberated from 
the missions.” 

Claiming authority to speak for the 
whole church, they changed its name to 
the Church of Christ in China—Justifica- 
tion by Faith Association. They deposed 
the president of the church, Dr. Peng 
Fu, who is in Hong Kong, and decided “to 
cast out all offices of the church that had 
been inherited from imperialism [and] 
to revise the constitution of the church 
which is filled and colored with im- 
perialism.” They also sent a greeting to 
Communist leader Mao Tse-tung, stating 
that “only under your wise leadership is 
there possibility that our church can 
preserve religious purity,” and forwarded 
a message of encouragement to the 
Chinese forces fighting in Korea. 

The attitude of the new church toward 
the United States is expressed in an 
eight-point “Patriotic Pledge to the 
Country.” In this pledge is the promise 
“to completely wipe out the friendliness 
to America, worship of America, or fear 
of America, and in its place strongly build 
up a hate America, despise America, and 
belittle America attitude; and establish 
a concept of love of the fatherland and 
its people.” 

It is not generally believed that 
Chinese Lutherans as a whole ‘were in 
favor of such action. However, any or- 
ganized opposition is unlikely to meet 
with much success, since the Communist 
government prefers to recognize this as 
the action of the whole church and knows 
how to deal harshly with any dissidents. 
It is interesting to note that some of 
these Communistic leaders were trained 
in the United States. 


MOROCCO. Forty missionaries of more 
than half a dozen different British and 
American societies gathered in a prayer 
conference at Daiet Er Roumi, near 
Khemisset, in January. It was the first 
such gathering for these missionaries in 
this difficult Moslem field, and it repre- 
sented practically all the evangelical 
work in the land. Missionaries were pres- 
ent from the North Africa Mission, 
Gospel Missionary Union, Southern Mo- 
rocco Mission, Bible Churchmen’s Mis- 
sionary Society, Brethren, Church Mis- 
sion to the Jews, and Hebrew Christian 
Testimony to Israel, as well as several 
independent missionaries.

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WHY WAS JUDAS CHOSEN? 

Is there any reason or explanation as 
to why it was necessary that any man 
should have had to be picked to betray 
our Saviour, Jesus Christ, as indicated in 
John 6:70; 13:18; and that he had to be 
the son of perdition to fulfill the Scrip- 
tures (John 17:12)? I do not doubt 
God’s wisdom, justice and kindness, but 
could not Christ have been arrested by 
some other means?—W.P.R , California 

According to II Peter 3:9, God is “not 
willing that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.” This is 
an answer to John 17:12, which states 
concerning Judas, “None of them is lost, 
but the son of perdition,” where the word 
“lost” is the same word as “perish” in 
II Peter. Evidently, then, whatever hap- 
pened to Judas is the result of his own 
unbelief and his willingness to yield him- 
self to the work of devil, to be “devil.” 
The word “son” in “son of perdition” is 
a Hebrew idiom referring to that which 
belongs or is characteristic. By his final 
attitude and conduct, Judas showed him- 
self as belonging to and deserving of 
perdition. 

It is not right to say that Judas was 
only chosen to betray. He was “one of 
the twelve.” The same guardianship and 
care indicated in the words of the Lord, 
“those that thou gavest me I have kept” 
(John 17:12), was exercised over him as 
over the others. He also received many 
hints and warnings from the Lord. As far 
as we know, it could have been possible 
for him to repent and turn from his evil 
choice. There is a tragic contrast in him 
between what might have been and what 
was realized. 

It was not necessary for Judas to be- 
tray Christ, and the death of the Lord 
Jesus, for all we know. could have oc- 
curred without such betrayal. No one can 
say what could have been or how other- 
wise it might have been accomplished, 
except that we know that God’s purpose 
would have been accomplished in some 
way or other. 

The words of John 17:12, “that the 
scripture might be fulfilled,” refer pri- 
marily to the thought which immediately 
precedes, that is, the loss of Judas as 
over against the safekeeping of the 
others. But it is not that Judas was lost 
in order to fulfill the Scriptures, but

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rather that the Scriptures became ful- 
filled in his loss. It would have happened 
had the prophets not spoken of it. John 
6:70 indicates rather that Judas betrayed 
the Lord in spite of his being chosen, not 
that he was chosen for it, the word “and” 
rather having the force of “yet” in the 
words, “Have not I chosen you twelve, 
and one of you is a devil.” 

Of course all is in the divine and in- 
fallible foreknowledge of God, yet the re- 
sponsibility and the will rested with 
Judas; for he must be included among 
the “any” of whom it is said, God is not 
willing that they should perish. 

+++ 
WARNING THE WICKED 

I cannot understand why, as appar- 
ently taught in Ezekiel 33:7-9, others 
should have to pay for the sin of Chris- 
tian people in not getting the gospel to 
them. Is there no alternative to accept- 
ing this as God’s way in faith?—J.K., 
Chicago, Ill. 

In Ezekiel 33:7-9 the Lord lays re- 
sponsibility for the death of the wicked 
in their iniquities upon the prophet if he 
should fail to warn such of their wicked 
ways. Their blood will be required at his 
hand. But if he warns them and they die 
in their iniquities, the prophet is re- 
lieved of responsibility. It is the duty of 
the prophet to warn them regardless of 
the outcome. 

This is a repetition of Ezekiel 3:17-21. 
In this chapter the people whom the 
prophet is to warn are described as those 
“who will not hearken unto thee,” “im- 
pudent and hardhearted” (v. 7), “a re- 
bellious house” (v. 9). He is to speak to 
them “whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear” (v. 11). 

Whatever the _ circumstances, the 
wicked cannot be excused even though 
unwarned. Man is a sinner and knows it. 
He is conscious of wrongdoing and is so 
accused by his conscience, so that he is 
without excuse (Rom. 1:18-23). God is 
justified in their condemnation because 
they are “wicked.” 

As to the repentance and forgiveness of 
the “wicked” being conditioned solely 
upon the warning of human messengers, 
it is impossible to charge God with arbi- 
trariness or caprice in so solemn a mat- 
ter. In the some passage it is said: “As 
I live, saith the Lord God, I have no 
pleasure in the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from Lis way and 
live” (Ezek. 33:11). The God who so loved 
the world as to provide redemption at 
such awful cost cannot be said to leave 


only to the chance of human warning the 
repentance of the sinner. Ezekiel con- 
stantly asserts that the way of the Lord 
is right. It may well be, as one writer 
states, “Mishap befalls no one un- 
deserved, even if under the circumstances 
he might have been delivered. For the 
unwarned it is decreed as the deserved 
punishment of his other sins, that warn- 
ing should not be given him” (Hengsten- 
berg). This is a matter which must be 
left to God’s sovereign providence and 
decree. Even if we do not fully under- 
stand, we may certainly trust in the love 
and mercy of God. His ways are beyond 
our full comprehension (Rom. 11:33-36). 

But whatever the outcome, the lesson 
is urgent and pressing here concerning 
the responsibility of God’s servants to 
warn the wicked of their way. In Ezekiel’s 
case it was probably through constant 
preaching to the remnant in captivity in 
Babylon, exiled for their sins and de- 
spondent over the news of the destruction 
of Jerusalem and the temple. 

+ + + 
JESUS’ COMMAND TO KEEP 
SILENCE 

Why did Jesus so often tell those He 
had healed not to tell anyone, as in 
Matthew 8:4; 9:30; Mark 5:43; 7:36, 
etc.?—Mrs. M.S.B., Florida 

Various opinions have been expressed 
about this question. Something, no doubt, 
depends upon the place and circum- 
stances of the healing. For instance, 
Matthew 8:4 appears to mean rather that 
the man healed of leprosy was not to tell 
anyone until he should first show himself 
to the priest, be pronounced clean accord- 
ing to the law (Lev. 14:2), and therefore 
have legal proof of his right to mingle 
freely with others. 

Other suggestions are that the Lord 
Jesus desired to avoid mere notoriety, 
or interest in such miracles for the sake 
of miracles alone, or only for the ma- 
terial benefit to be gained from them, as 
when He said, “Ye seek me, not because 
ye saw the miracles, but because ye did 
eat of the loaves, and were filled” (John 
6:26). 

The charge to keep silence must have 
been given at times to prevent a wide- 
spread fame and popularity which would 
have drawn the opposition of the author- 
ities before the time was ripe for it or 
which would have attracted too large 
crowds. Mark 1:45 shows that because of 
disobedience to such a charge He “could 
no more openly enter into the city, but 
was without in desert places: and they 
came to him from every quarter.” On the 
other hand, where there was apparently 
no such danger of being forced prema- 
turely to declare Himself in His full mis- 
sion, He commanded to tell abroad what 
He had done (Mark 5:19; Luke 8:39). 
This was in the region of the Greek cities 
east of Jordan and the Sea of Galilee. 

Certainly He commanded silence at 
times in order not to encourage the no- 
tion, all too prevalent, that Messiah was 
to set up merely an earthly, political 
kingdom. To this end the very miracles 
of healing He performed were designed 
to set forth the truth that the diseases 
of the body are the outward symptoms of 
the deep-rooted sickness of the spirit. 
His will and power to heal physical sick- 
ness set forth His will and power to save 
from spiritual sickness, that is, sin.

an idolatrous ephod. We are not sure just 
what this ephod was, but it was some- 
thing God did not want His people to 
have, for the people went after it in 
shameful unfaithfulness to their Jehovah. 
So the hero who could not be tempted 
with a crown and a kingdom, stumbled 
over a bit of gold and fell out of fellow- 
ship with his God. 

The will of God is wide and sweet, 
but it has its boundaries, and he who 
oversteps those boundaries by but a foot- 
fall, is “out of the way.” A long career of 
victory does not end a man’s freedom to 
sin. The seasoned saint may slip out of 
the path of rectitude as well as the babe 
in Christ. Not only to young Christians, 
but “I say unto all, Watch.” 

At intervals, headlines blazon the crime 
of some long-respected church officer 
who has absconded with funds entrusted 
to him. Christians grieve over the erring 
brother, while the world says, “Ha, no 
better than we.” How blackly a mature 
minister’s error shrouds the front pages 
of the newspapers, while the members of 
his congregation stumble desperately in 
the darkness, and the world curls its lip 
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with one more reason for rejecting 
Christ! 

I have no righteousness but Christ’s, 
I have no strength but His. “But for the 
grace of God, there go I.” People often 
say to me, “That man can’t be a Chris- 
tian; look at what he has done.” I bow 
my head and answer, “You’d be sur- 
prised what a Christian can do.” Brother, 
we needed a Saviour the first day we 
opened our hearts to Him, and we need 
a Saviour now. “Without me, ye can do 
—nothing.” 

Gold is but the beginning. Gideon 
descends from gold to lust. He acquires 
“many wives,” so many that he has 
seventy sons. Now the nation’s leading 
citizen, what a sorry example he sets 
them. True, “the country was in quiet- 
ness forty years in the days of Gideon”; 
but under the surface, evil was preparing 
for the people of faithless ways who fol- 
lowed their careless leader into covetous- 
ness, idolatry and lust. 

So the story of Gideon, one of God’s 
greatest saints, and hero of a most mem- 
orable victory, ends in tragedy. 

“And beside this, giving all diligence, 


add to your faith virtue . . . knowledge 
. temperance ... patience . . . godli- 
ness ... brotherly kindness . . . charity. 


For if these things be in you, and 
abound, they make you that ye shall 
neither be barren nor unfruitful in the 
knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. But 
he that lacketh these things is blind, and 
cannot see afar off, and hath forgotten 
that he was purged from his old sins.” 

There’s a ladder of faith and virtue 
to climb, a series of courses to be taken 
in God’s school. It is not enough to have 
“these things . . . in you.” They must 
abound. Gideon failed his last examina- 
tion, but “if ye do these things, ye shall 
never fall.” 

Keep busy, Christian, with faith, virtue, 
brotherly kindness and their companions: 
“I’m here on business for my King” . 
“Look ever to Jesus, He will carry you 
through” . . . “And grieve not the Holy 
Spirit of God, whereby ye are sealed 
unto the day of redemption.” 

What grief is His when a seasoned 
saint, a victorious veteran of the faith, 
breaks the seal of loyalty, seduced by the 
sordid snares of sin. Let not the Chris- 
tian’s battle cry, “The sword of the Lord 
and of Gideon” be transformed into “The 
sword of the Lord, and the ephod of 
Gideon.”

Spreading the Gospel by 
Witnessing 


Acts 1:8; 4:5-12; 28:15, 16, 30, 31 


MEMORY SELECTION: Ye shall be my 
witnesses both in Jerusalem, and in all 
Judea and Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth.—Acts 1:8, A.S.V. 

There is an imaginary story of our 
Lord’s return to heaven and His meeting 
with the angels. The tale relates our 
Lord’s answering the questions of the 
angels as to what He had done on earth. 
He told them, of course, of His birth and 
life among men, of going to Calvary, of 
the resurrection, and then of His com- 
missioning His disciples to take the gospel 
to the ends of the world. 

One of the angels raised a question 
as to our Lord’s plan in turning over to 
a group of men the duty of taking the 
gospel to the ends of the earth. Question- 
ing whether so important a _ project 
should be committed to a band of men, 
the angel finally asked, “What if they 
fail?” The imaginary story ends as our 
Lord says, “They must not fail. I have 
no other plan.” 

Without suggesting for one moment 
that this story actually occurred, it has, 
nevertheless, a tremendously important 
lesson: that the duty of getting the gospel 
to the world does devolve upon us who 
are God’s children. There can be no 
shirking this duty. 


I. The Power and the Plan (Acts 1:8) 

This very blessed verse tells us of the 
power which God has given us to accom- 
plish what He has upon His heart, and 
reveals the detailed plan of operation. 

The power which the disciples received 
on the day of Pentecost was the power of 
the Holy Spirit. Specifically in this verse 
we read, “when the Holy Spirit is come 
upon you.” Thus we are sure that our 
Lord here is talking about power for liv- 
ing, power for witnessing, power for 
every need that this little band of dis- 
ciples would have in fulfilling the com- 
mission to take the Word of God to 
every creature. 

The Lord did not give us a commission 
without giving the necessary provision 
for accomplishing it. Men would not be 
sufficient in themselves; they would not 
stand up against the opposition unless 
endued from on high. God therefore has 
not only given us the message, but He 
has also given us Himself in the Person 
of the Holy Spirit, so that we shall have 
the strength, the might, the power to do 
what He asks us to do. 

The plan revealed is simplicity itself. 
It begins at Jerusalem and reaches out to 
all Judea (the province in which Jeru- 
salem was located), then goes northward 
to Samaria (the next province to Judea).

It matters not that the Jews had no 
dealings with*the Samaritans, nor what 
attitude the Samaritans might have. 
Then the third great division involves the 
uttermost part of the earth. The book 
of Acts may be divided historically into 
these three divisions: the preaching of 
the Word of God in Jerusalem and Judea 
(1:1-7:60), in Samaria (8:1-40), and to 
the uttermost part of the earth (9:1- 
28:31). 


Il. According to Schedule (Acts 4:5- 
12; 28:15, 16, 30, 31) 

First of all here, we have the preaching 
of the Word of God jn Jerusalem. This 
preaching began on day of Pentecost 
(cf. Acts 2). As a result, “there were 
added unto them in that day about three 
thousand souls” (Acts 2:41). A little later, 
in the same city, “the number of the men 
came to be about five thousand” (Acts 
4:4). Then we read, “The word of God 
increased; and the number of the dis- 
ciples multiplied in Jerusalem exceed- 
ingly; and a great company of the priests 
were obedient to the faith” (Acts 6:7). 

Acts 4:5-12 tells of the experience of 
Peter and John when they were called 
into question concerning the miracle of 
the healing of the man lame from his 
mother’s womb. No wonder the high 
priest and his asscciates beheld with 
wonder the boldness of Peter and John 
(cf. v. 13), for with great courage they 
gave witness to the power of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

The record tells how Peter, filled with 
the Holy Spirit, spoke to them plainly 
concerning the Lord Jesus. He indicated 
that they had crucified Him, but that 
God had raised Him from the dead, and 
that it was through Him this impotent 
man stood before them whole. Peter 
reached his climax in the wondrously 
clear utterance concerning the necessity 
of faith in the Lord for salvation: “In 
none other is there salvation: for neither 
is there any other name under heaven, 
that is given among men, wherein we 
must be saved” (v. 12). 

The Scriptures selected for our con- 
sideration also include the witness in 
Rome (Acts 28:15, 16, 30, 31). You will 
remember the disciples went beyond 
Jerusalem, first of all almost without 
their own volition, for they were scattered 
throughout all Judea and Samaria be- 
cause of the great persecution against the 
Church at the time of Stephen’s martyr- 
dom (Acts 8:1): Then Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria (Acts 8:5). Others 
scattered abroad at the same time went 
to Phoenicia, Cyprus, and Antioch of 
Syria (Acts 11:19). 

After that we read of Paul and Barna- 
bas being set aside and sent as mission- 
aries literally to the ends of the earth 
(Acts 13:2, 3). So faithfully was this 
task of missionary enterprise fulfilled 
that it could be said, “The word of the 
truth of the gospel, which is come unto 
you; even as it is also in all the world, 


bearing fruit and increasing” (Col. 1:5, 
6). It was the same intrepid apostle Paul 
who could say that he had preached the 
Word of God from Jerusalem even unto 
Iilyricum (Rom. 15:19). The closing 
chapter of Acts finds him in Rome, 
“preaching the kingdom of God, and 
teaching the things concerning the Lord 
Jesus Christ with all boldness, none fore 
bidding him” (Acts 28:31). 





June 24 
Overcoming the World 


I Peter 5:6-11; Revelation 1:9-lla; 7:9, 
10, 13, 14 
TEMORY SELECTION: Be thou faith- 
jul unto death, and I will give thee the 
crown of life—Revelation 2:10, A.S.V. 
Opposition should never deter the 
Christian. Persecution should never sur- 
prise him. Listen to the Word of God, 
“If they persecuted me, they will also 
persecute you; if they kept my word, 
they will keep yours also” (John 15:20). 
“In the world ye have tribulation: but 
be of good cheer; I have overcome the 
world” (John 16:33). “To you it hath 
been granted in the behalf of Christ, not 
only to believe on him, but also to suffer 
in his behalf” (Phil. 1:29). “Yea, and 
all that would live godly in Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecution” (II Tim. 3:12). 
The texts for our lesson today have 
encouraged Christians under persecution 
throughout the centuries. 


I. Commands for the Conflict (I Pet. 
5:6-11) 

There are no less than four very defi- 
nite exhortations in this passage of 
Scripture. 

1. We should humble ourselves under 
the mighty hand of God, knowing that 
He will exalt us in due time (v. 6). Be- 
fore there is any resisting the devil or 
any real witnessing, we must humble 
ourselves under the hand of God. We 
should recognize our own insignificance, 
our utter worthlessness, our impotency, 
and cast ourselves upon the faithfulness 
of God. There is no room for pride in 
the life of a child of God. 

2. We should cast all our anxiety upon 
the Lord, knowing that He cares for us 
(v. 7). Worry, fretfulness, anxiety de- 
scribe a sin which definitely robs us of 
real usefulness. If we know that He does 
care for us, every fear may be cast away. 

3. We should be sober and watchful. 
Carelessness of life, indolence in service, 
lack of seriousness of purpose are not to 
be found in the child of God. Certainly, 
there is a time to laugh, a time to seek 
wholesome social companionship, but 
deep down in all our life there is to be 
a sobriety born of the fact that we have 
a tremendous responsibility toward God 
and men. Anything that would make us 
less spiritual, less sensitive to the will of 
God, is to be put from us with all 
vehemence. 

4. We should resist this enemy of our 
souls, who stalks about seeking whom he 
may devour (v. 9).

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all the saints of God are involved. No 
one is fighting alone. Each saint is sup- 
porting all the others, and each saint is 
supported by all the others. When one 
fails, the effective ministry of all is seri- 
ously hampered. Here is a tremendous 
word, not only of challenge, but of com- 
fort. 

The passage ends with the very blessed 
word that “the God of all grace, who 
called you unto his eternal glory in 
Christ, after that ye have suffered a little 
while, shall himself perfect, establish, 
strengthen you” (v. 10). There is suffer- 
ing, but notice it is for “a little while.” 
In it all, we have the promise of God’s 
presence and power, and beyond that we 
have the fact that He will perfect and 
establish and strengthen us. With Peter 
we join our voices and cry, “To him be 
the dominion forever and ever. Amen” 
(v. 11). Thank God for such a Lord, who 
is able to do so much for us and in us 
and through us. 


II. Comfort for the Conflict (Rev. 
1:9-lla) 

Interestingly enough, in this passage 
the apostle John speaks of himself as 
the brother and partaker with the saints 
in the tribulation and kingdom and pa- 
tience which are in Jesus. In other words, 
the emphasis here is not upon the 
apostleship of John, although unques- 
tionably he was an apostle; nor upon his 
position as an elder in the church, al- 
though, of course, he was an elder, but 
on the fact that he was a brother and 
a companion in fellowship with the saints 
in the trials and tribulations which were 
theirs. 

For more than two hundred years the 
Church had to face terrific persecution. 
In the midst of all this suffering because 
they would rather be true to the Lord 
Jesus Christ than to have the comforts 
of this life, they stood with John the 
beloved. While we should not get comfort 
out of the sufferings of another Christian, 
yet we do get courage from the fact that 
we do not stand alone. 


III. Conquest in the Conflict (Rev. 
7:9, 10, 13, 14 

This passage of Scripture has to do 
with those who come out of the great 
tribulation (Rev. 7:14, A.S.V.). Though 
Revelation 7:14 has to do with a group 
who some day will seal their testimony 
with their blood, it certainly has some 
application to us in our day. As will be 
true of them in the future, certainly it 
should be true of us now, that we know 
something of God’s deliverance, His em- 
powerment, His victory in our lives, so 
that as we appear before Him we shall 
stand there triumphant in His name. 
As they at that time will have washed 
their robes in the blood of the Lamb, so, 
thank God, it is given to us who believe 
on His name to be cleansed from all sin 
and to have counted to us the perfect 
righteousness of the Lord. As they will 
overcome by the blood of the Lamb, by 
the word of their testimony and because

so we too may be victorious. The conflict 
must end in the conquest by the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 





July 1 
The Worth of the Individual 
Matthew 8:1-4; 18:1-6, 12-14 


MEMORY SELECTION: 


For thou hast made him but little lower 

than God, 
And crownest him with glory and honor. 
—Psalm 8:5, AS.V. 


This lesson begins a series of Christian 
teaching on human relations. Today’s 
lesson serves to present what the authors 
of the lesson material choose to call “a 
basic principle.” 

Perhaps at the outset it would be well 
to put into bold relief the Scriptures 
which tell us something of the worth of 
the individual as over against those 
which tell us of the doctrine of original 
sin. That there is such a doctrine is 
abundantly evident to any student of 
Scripture. 

Such Scriptures as Ephesians 2:1-3 
and Romans 3:10-12 attest the fact that 
God’s Word tells us of man’s utter in- 
ability to do on his own that which can 
meet the high standards of the holiness 
and righteousness of God (Rom. 4:5; 
Eph. 2:8, 9). 

The worth of the individual does not 
have anything at all to do with his ac- 
ceptableness by God. It surely does not 
mean that man has character enough or 
works enough for salvation. The worth 
of the individual is rather involved in his 
potential, which can only be realized 
when God is believed and the Son of 
God is received as Saviour and Lord. 
That man does have a position of dignity, 
that he does have worth is clearly demon- 
strated. If there were no other incident 
in all of history, what was involved at 
the cross proves what God thinks of man. 

The lesson committee has suggested 
that the Scriptures to be considered in 
this lesson can be viewed as “an antidote 
to humanistic, secular, racial and totali- 
tarian views of individual worth.” The 
Christiam view is, of course, a very high 
one. If God loved men enough to give His 
Son to die for them, how great indeed 


must be the worth of man. Or, to put it}, 
in words of the memory verse, “Thou]: 


hast made him but little lower than God, 
and crownest him with glory and honor.” 


I. Our Lord and Man’s Physical Need 


(Matt. 8:1-4) 
This very revealing incident shows 
clearly the concern in the heart of the 


Lord Jesus for the physical nature of |}, 


man. The law had very definite require- 
ments concerning a leper (Lev. 13, 14). 


One of the requirements was that he] 


cover his upper lip and cry, “Unclean, 
unclean” (Lev. 13:45). 

In this instance, there seems to have 
been no question in the mind of the 
leper as to the ability of the Lord, but 
only His willingness. Whatever question 
he had, however, was quickly dissolved, 
for we read that the Lord “stretched 
forth his hand and touched him, saying, 
I will; be thou made clean” (v. 3). 

Here we see not only the willingness

of the Lord Jesus to meet the man’s 
physical affliction, but His readiness even 
to touch the leper. Probably the man had 
not felt the touch of a human hand for 
many a day, but the Lord Jesus reached 
forth and touched him. The leper must 
have felt the cleansing power of the Son 
of God flood through his whole being, 
for we read, “And straightway his leprosy 
was cleansed” (v. 3). 

No one who claims to be a follower of 
the Lord Jesus Christ ought to be able 
to see human suffering without some 
desire at least to pray and, if possible, 
to. help. It matters not what the social 
status of the individual, his financial 
ability, or the color of his skin, the 
Christian is definitely concerned about 
him; for every man has a potential, a 
worth, that can be realized if he meets 
and knows God. 


II. Our Lord and Children (Matt. 
18:1-6) 

This very wonderful passage sets forth 
several important truths. It seems to me 
the Lord Jesus Christ could not have 
impressed on His followers more forcibly 
the necessity of becoming as little chil- 
dren in order to get into the kingdom 
(v. 3), and in order to be great in that 
kingdom (v. 4). How effective it was 
when He put a child in the midst of 
them. What a far cry from the usual 
attitude toward children. It is of in- 
estimable comfort to think of our blessed 
Lord as a lover of children, and as One 
who would use their simplicity, their 
comparative innocency, their willingness 
to be taught, and their readiness to be- 
lieve, as the example for all men. 

But there is another lesson here. Notice 
our Lord says, “Whoso shall receive one 
such little child in my name receiveth 
me.” Who can doubt that there is some 
application of these words to the man 
and woman in whose home God has 
brought children. And who can doubt 
that any of us, even those who may not 
be parents, have a high privilege in min- 
istering to children; for as we do so, we 
are honoring the Lord. 

There is also a solemn lesson about 
making one of these little ones to 
stumble. How serious an offense it is. 
God help us, not by example or by word 
to lead any one of them astray. 


IiI. Our Lord and Man’s Spiritual 
Need (Matt. 18:12-14) 

Here is the story of the lost sheep— 
the man, the woman, the boy or girl 
astray from the Lord. Though there are 
ninety and nine safe in the protection of 
the enclosure, and only one out on the 
mountain, the true shepherd seeks for 
that one until he finds it. Notice the 
force of verse 14, “Even so it is not the 
will of your Father who is in heaven, 
that one of these little ones should 
perish.” 

There is a dual reference here: first of 
all, to one who is young in years, that 
we may lead that boy or girl to the 
Saviour; and second, to one who is young 
in Christian experience and life. God, of 
course, expects us to mature, but we 
begin as children. We should be very 
careful about our example and akout 
what we have to say to those who are 
young in faith, as well as those who are 
young in years.

Christian Living in the 
Family 


II Timothy 1:3-6; 3:14, 15; Ephesians 
5:22, 25; 6:1-4 


MEMORY SELECTION: Be ye kind one 
to another, tenderhearted, forgiving each 
other, even as God also in Christ forgave 
you.—Ephesians 4:32, A.S.V. 


In this series of lessons on “Christian 
Teaching on Human Relations” we now 
pass from the “basic principle’ to “fam- 
ily life.” There is a tremendous need for 
us to face what the Word of God has to 
say about the duty of parents in the 
home and the duty of children in the 
home. 

That there has been a falling down in 
the home is all too apparent in our na- 
tional life. It is God’s will, of course, that 
the home should be an integral part of 
the training of any child. No parent can 
evade his responsibility here. The home 
is one of the divinely ordained institu- 
tions on the earth. In addition, God has 
ordained the state, and, thank God, the 
Lord Jesus Christ has set up the Church. 
There are definite and required demands 
on the part of all these institutions. 

Many are the passages of Scripture 
which tell us that parents have a re- 
sponsibility to tell the children of the 
Lord, and to set the example that will 
cause them to have a love for the things 
of God and not an abhorrence because of 
any hypocrisy that they might see. 


I. The Godly Home (II Tim. 1:3-6; 
3:14, 15) 

These verses give us something of the 
love and affection of Paul for Timothy, 
his son in the faith. Timothy was the 
object of Paul’s prayers (v. 3). Not only 
so, but Paul also longed to see him. The 
younger man undoubtedly was a kindred 
spirit, with his heart tender toward God. 
He knew what it was to cry in the pres- 
ence of God as he and Paul labored in 
prayer. To have such a companion, such 
a soul standing with any servant of God, 
is to bring joy to any man’s heart. 

Timothy was a man of unfeigned faith 
(v. 5). There was nothing insincere, 
hypocritical, or of sham about him. He 
was all out for God. No obstacle was too 
great, no persecution too much. Knowing 
the Lord, he was brave, courageous, and 
willing to face even death itself. 

But notice well, his faith, though in a 
very definite sense his own, yet was a 
faith which he had seen exhibited. That 
faith first of all had been in his grand- 
mother Lois, and then in his mother 
Eunice. It is a great heritage for any 
boy to have parents who know the Lord. 

Here then is a picture of a godly home, 
one in which the fear of God was present, 
in which there was love for the Word of 
God, and utter devotion to the Lord Jesus 
Christ. If Timothy hadn’t been the kind 
of Christian he was, it would have been 
a surprise. He, of course, was not saved 
by the faith of either his mother or 
grandmother; he had to exercise faith 
in the Lord Jesus himself. But he did 
have their example before him, and he 
could not escape that example.

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followed by the child, on the other hand, 
possibly the reason some of our children 
are not more godly is because of the 
lukewarmness and selfish kind of Chris- 
tianity some of us have lived. May God 
give us more godly homes in this land 
and to the ends of the earth. 

The passage in II Timothy 3:14, 15 
emphasizes very clearly the fact that as 
parents we have a responsibility to train 
our children in the things of God very 
early in their lives. Notice the emphasis 
here, “that from a babe thou hast known 
the sacred writings which are able to 
make thee wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus” (v. 15). 
No age is too young to begin the child’s 
thinking and training in the Word of 
God. As soon as he can understand any- 
thing, and can lisp a few words, it is our 
duty to begin to tell him of the teachings 
of God’s Word. It is true that he will not 
be able to understand all that is in the 
Book. But what one of us, though we 
have been Christians for years, under- 
stands all that is involved in the Word. 
Nevertheless, the child can be taught 
the elementary things, a rudimentary 
knowledge of the fact of sin, of the 
coming of the Saviour and of what He 
did on Calvary, and how He rose again. 
Such teachings and the Scriptures them- 
selves will go far toward making him 
think of the things of God; and the 
Spirit of God may well use the Scripture 
deposited in his mind to bring his heart 
to repentance and faith in the Lord 
Jesus. 


II. Husbands and Wives (Eph. 5:22, 
25) 

It has been well said that no wife 
would mind being in subjection to her 
husband so long as that husband loves 
his wife even as Christ loves the Church 
and gave Himself for it. There is no 
pettiness here, no smallness. What is in- 
volved is a wonderful co-operation which 
definitely recognizes the headship of the 
husband. Marriage is a holy union of two 
individuals. How much’ unhappiness 
would be prevented and how often the 
divorce court would be avoided if these 
very plain but very practical admonitions 
in the Word of God were followed. 


— Parents and Children (Eph. 6:1- 
Here the child is exhorted to obey his 
parents “in the Lord.” It is as the exhor- 
tations and commands of the parents 
are in accordance with the holy Word 
of God that they are to be obeyed. More- 
over, the child is instructed to honor his 
father and mother. Such honoring cer- 
tainly means to show them respect, and 
it also includes provision for them (cf. 
Mark 7:10-13). 
On the other hand, the parents have a 
responsibility to their children. They are 
not to provoke them to wrath by unjust 
and ill-considered commands or by irri- 
table demands. Furthermore, the parents 
are to nurture the children in the 
chastening and admonition of the Lord. 
What a weighty responsibility, and yet 
how great an honor and privilege, too. 
Let us all face up to our obligations and 
privileges as members. of the human 





family.

one of these lessons, he types his exam, 
mails it to the Moody Correspondence 
School for grading, and ships his book 
of Brailled notes back to the Braille Cir- 
culating Library. Nicest part of it all is 
that Brailled courses are free; a Corre- 
spondence School gift fund pays all 
tuition. 


+ In running through school files, you’d 
find that most of the twenty thousand 
men and women who carry on corre- 
spondence studies each year are the kind 
of people you like to think of as ordinary, 
commonplace folk with homes and fam- 
ilies much like your own. 

Mr. Average Student is probably a 
grocer or a white-collar clerk or he may 
be a farmer. (Mrs. Average Student may 
be the wife of such a layman, and Miss 
Average Student his sister or perhaps his 
daughter.) Mr. A. S. lives in a frame 
house on Pleasant Street with his wife 
and three children, drives a not-too- 
expensive car to his church on Sunday, 
and teaches Sunday school or sings in the 
choir. He’s a high school graduate who 
may secretly wish that he had gone to 
college. He probably reads one or two 
daily newspapers, two or three secular 
magazines, and subscribes to at least one 
magazine like Moopy MONTHLY. 

His church activities are his chief in- 
terest, his salvation is very real and 
definite to him, and he thinks in terms 
of bringing his unsaved friends to Christ 
and in living a better everyday Christian 
life. Because of this, the Moody cor- 
respondence courses fill a need that he 
would have difficulty filling any other 
way. 

Mr. Average Student may study alone 
at his dining room table during spare 
evenings, or he may be one of a number 
sharing in the benefits of a Correspond- 
ence School class conducted weekly in 
his home church. However he studies or 
whatever course he takes, he is likely to 
express his appreciation by writing some- 
thing like this on his last exam paper: 
“I know much more about the Bible after 
taking this course.” 

Richard Boyce is perhaps fairly typical 
of many of these “average” students. He 
operates a 160-acre farm, and on Sun- 
day teaches a Sunday school class. With 
his first enrollment, he wrote, “I realize 
that after being out of school for twenty- 
two years, it may be a little tough, but 
with God’s help, I can do it.” 

Probably Mr. Boyce has passed the 
stage of being thrilled by a plane ride, 
or a white sweater with an emblem, but 
that’s what some thirty-five or forty high 
school teen-agers win for their study of 
the Bible under the direction of the 
Moody correspondence course Youth 
Triumphant. It’s all part of the program 
of Brandt Reed’s High School Born- 
againers’ Clubs, centered around the 
metropolitan New York area. 

High school youngsters study Youth 
Triumphant, which treats of the Word 
of God (evidence for Bible’s inspiration) , 
the will of God (His plan for their lives) , 
and the work of God (down-to-earth 
application of Christian teaching), in 
their weekly club meetings.

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speak at a monthly Gideon luncheon. 
What Bristol heard that noon hit him 
hard. Dozens of prisoners had told their 
chaplains they wanted to study the Bible. 
But no one had been able to do much 
about it. 

Bristol went back to work, but he left 
early that day. As soon as he got home, 
he sent an air-mail letter to the Moody 
Correspondence School. Next, he button- 
holed fellow-Gideon George Miller, a 
fairly well-to-do Portland businessman. 
Miller listened to Bristol’s plans for send- 
ing Moody courses into prisons, and 
agreed to pay for every one Bristol could 
get to a prisoner. 

Since that day, several hundred men in 
more than a dozen prisons have com- 
pleted Moody courses. Many of them 
study with a bright future in mind, days 
when they’ll be free citizens again, able 
to put their knowledge of the Bible to 
working use. 


+ Like many of its students, the Moody 
Correspondence School has plans for the 
future. Director Newell will be adding 
new courses, regularly and thoughtfully, 
with an eye to Christian needs as well as 
conservative beliefs. 

Anna VanderValk is busy transcribing 
another course, Scripture Truth, into 
Braille. Glynn Bristol is hard at it, too. 
He’s orgahizing a small movement to 
recruit dozens (or hundreds) of Chris- 
tians to write to the forgotten men in the 
cells, and, at the same time, interest the 
men in studying the Bible by corre- 
spondence. 

In Japan the Scripture Truth Course 
is being distributed to Christian converts 
by the Evangelical Alliance Mission. 
Translation was undertaken by the mis- 
sion and funds for printing the course 
in Japanese were supplied by the Hale- 
thorpe (Md.) Community Church. 

The same course in Chinese is being 
published in Formosa through the in- 
terest of Harry Liu, of the Pocket Testa- 
ment League. Individuals in this country, 
including members of the Moody Cor- 
respondence School staff and the Moody 
Colportage Department, are making this 
possible. The books will be distributed to 
newborn Christians in Formosa with the 
active interest and support of Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 

Meanwhile in the Chicago area, the 
Radio School of the Bible is persuading 
more and more Illinois, Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Michigan and eastern Iowa house- 
wives to set up temporary desks in front 
of their radios as special Correspondence 
School courses are taught four times a 
week over radio stations WMBI and 
WMBI-FM. 

And all over the country—and abroad 
—Mr. and Mrs. Average Student are en- 
rolling ten thousand strong a _ year, 
spreading out their books and notes on 
their dining room tables for profitable 
evenings of Bible study. 

It looks as if there might be still busier 
days ahead for the postman and his 
mailbag classes!

Dr. Latourette here treats the lives of 
five outstanding missionaries of the past 
two centuries. But it is not an ordinary 
biographical treatment; it is rather a look 
at the vision and objectives of these men, 
a study of the extent to which their hopes 
were realized, and an evaluation of their 
accomplishments in the light of today. The 
five men chosen are: William Carey, 
Samuel John Mills, Hudson Taylor, 
Timothy Richard, Joseph Hardy Neesima 
—two Englishmen, an American, a Welsh- 
man, and a Japanese. 

We may not agree entirely with the 
author’s estimate of the contributions of 
one or more of these men, but his analyses 
show real penetration and sympathetic con- 
sideration. The final chapter in summary 
of the lessons taught by these five devoted 
lives is particularly fine.

Minis- 
ter in St. John’s Church, Belgrave Square, 
London, Rainsford had in his audience at 
times the Prince of Wales, Gladstone, and 
various members of the English Parliament. 

The present volume, one of the Wycliffe 
classics, deals with that most holy prayer 
recorded in John 17. Rainsford’s devotional 
and expository study is manifestly Spirit- 
directed, and the Christian will find himself 
echoing an “Amen” as he reads it with the 
precious chapter before him. It is the kind 
of book that encourages a reader to go on 
to independent study. In the back is a 
remarkable “Gospel Dialogue,” one of a 
number which actually took place between 
Mr. Rainsford and Mr. Moody on public 
platforms—a unique and most interesting 
method of presenting gospel truth to unbe- 
lievers, which might successfully be used 
again in our own day.

A 
few scenes are changed considerably, but 
in general the adaptation merely brings the 
familiar plot down to juvenile level. In it 
all the author has done an excellent work 
of original writing, and her story should 
have a greater appeal for young children 
and be better understood by them than 
Bunyan’s noted work. G.C.L. 


Nicolas Berdyaev: Captive of Free- 
dom, by Matthew Spinka. 

Berdyaev, who died about three years 
ago, while one of the most influential and 
penetrating religious thinkers of modern 
times, is hardly more than a name to the 
rank and file of Christian laymen. In the 
volume under review, Dr. Spinka, who is 
professor of Church History in Hartford 
Theological Seminary, brings a most illu- 
minating study of this great Russian 
philosopher and theologian. 

The first section of the book deals with 
Berdyaev’s background, his earlier infatua- 
tion with Marxism and his subsequent 
repudiation of it, his life in exile, and his 
active participation in the ecumenical 
movement. The second portion of the 
work consists of an exposition and critical 
appraisal of the main currents of Berd- 
yaev’s thought, which from the standpoint 
of evangelical Christianity is a rather per- 
pleying admixture of truth and error.

substantial, if not full, agreement7. His 
message to the meeting of the VFW in 
Chicago late last August (which was 
banned from public delivery) expressed 
his convictions concerning the strategic 
importance of Formosa in the outer 
periphery of defenses of this nation in 
the western Pacific, and advocated its 
defense at all costs. General MacArthur’s 
personal visit to General Chiang on For- 
mosa and the accounts of the conference 
between the two generals were also in- 
dicative of the great cordiality that exists 
between them. 

It is to be hoped that others may be 
persuaded concerning the strategic neces- 
sity of defending Formosa, and that 
General Chiang so far from being re- 
garded as a reprobate will come to be 
seen as an invaluable ally and still po- 
tentially- the greatest force for opposing 
Communism in the Orient.

that shall come who will confirm a 

covenant with many—that is, with the 

mass of the Jewish people—for one week. 

That “one week” is the last of the seventy 

weeks of Daniel. 

In Isaiah 28:14-22 we learn about a 
covenant which they make with death 
and hell. Now, it is not to he supposed 
that they would knowingly make a cove- 
nant with death and hell, yet these are 
the divine characterizations of those with 
whom they do covenant, and in whom 
they place their confidence. Little will 
they realize that they will be delivering 
themselves to tribulation when they sign 
that covenant. At the same time they will 
be delivering up their godly brethren,

And since this hatred will 
come from “all nations,” we may con- 
clude that it will be universal.

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the fact that there are some anti-Semites 
within the ranks of the _ professing 
Church, the true Church is still the 
Jew’s best friend today. No true Christian 
could ever hate the Jew because of the 
Messianic hope, or because of his loyalty 
to the Messiah. And until it can be 
shown that the Jew is being universally 
hated for the sake of Messiah’s name, it 
cannot be maintained that we have ar- 
rived at the time referred to in Matthew 
24:9. 

Removal of the Church will, in fact, 
make possible the revelation of that 
wicked one “whom the Lord shall con- 
sume with the spirit of his mouth, and 
shall destroy with the brightness of his 
coming.” Then the pious Jew will not only 
be hated of all the Gentiles for Messiah’s 
name’s sake, but he will be hated and 
betrayed by his apostate brethren also. 
In Isaiah 66:5 we read, “Hear the word 
of the Lord, ye that tremble at his word; 
Your brethren that hated you, that cast 
you out for my name’s sake, said, Let the 
Lord be glorified: but he shall appear to 
your joy, and they shall be ashamed.” 

At the same time many false prophets 
shall arise and shall deceive many. Their 
coming, like that of the wicked one, will 
be “after the working of Satan with all 
power and signs and lying wonders, and 
with all deceivableness of unrighteous- 
ness in them that perish; because they 
received not the love of the truth, that 
they might be saved’ (II Thess. 2:9, 10). 
It will be a time lawlessness such as 
even this present age cannot match. And 
because of the prevalent lawlessness, the 
love of many shall wax cold. The ma- 
jority will be marked by an utter lack 
of natural love and affection. And that 
accounts, in part at least, for the treason 
and hatred mentioned in Matthew 24:10. 

It is in direct connection with such a 
time that the Lord says, “but he that 
shall endure unto the end, the same shall 
be saved.” It will be recalled that our 
Lord used this same expression when He 
commissioned the twelve to preach the 
gospel of the kingdom (Matt. 10:5-22). 
And we take it, that is the same gospel 
which is referred’.to here. Those who 
preach it will be subjected to much bitter 
persecution. Their endurance in and 
through it all will be a proof of the 
reality of their faith. 

In a time like this when the Lord will 
plead with all flesh “by fire and by His 
sword,” He will send “those that escape” 
unto the nations which have not heard 
His fame, neither have seen His glory, 
and the escaped remnant shall proclaim 
His glory among the Gentiles (Isa. 66: 
15-19). The universal authority of the 
Lord Jesus will be proclaimed in all the 
world, and that “testimony will reach all 
nations before the coming of that judg- 
ment which will put an end to the age” 
(Darby). 

Such are the ways of the God of all 
grace. And thus does He illumine that 
which presents one of the darkest pages 
in all of the Scripture. “O the depth of 
the riches both of the wisdom and knowl- 
edge of God! how unsearchable are his 
judgments, and his ways past finding 
out!” (Rom. 11:33).

Recently returned from a two weeks’ 


tour of Colportage work in the South, 
Ken Taylor, director of the Colportage 
Department, says, “It was a wonderful 
trip. You probably know how enthusiastic 
we have always been about our Colport- 
age work, but now our enthusiasm is 
about doubled.” Peter Gunther, assistant 
to Mr. Taylor, accompanied him on the 
tour, which covered fifty-three schools in 
Alabama, Tennessee and Kentucky. 


Mr. Taylor explains, “We visited 
schools, most of them one or two rooms, 
where we have sent sets of Colportage 
library books and also Gospels of John 
for each pupil.

We visited both Negro and 
white schools and found the teachers 
equally enthusiastic. In the Kentucky 
mountains a missionary lent us his jeep 
and we jeeped up the roaring creeks 
(that’s where the mule trails often lead, 
so we had no alternative). When the 
motor drowned out, we abandoned ship 
and hiked, in one case five miles up. At 
the top was a one-room school with fifty- 
two children, with homemade desks and 
a pot-bellied stove that roasted some of 
the children and froze the others. Most 
of these children had never been off the 
mountain and were very shy, but never- 
theless they sang heartily from Pocket 
Praises, which we furnished, and said 
their verses very well.

thing else put together. For a raw, newly 
converted adolescent, working approxi- 
mately eleven hours a day, an hour a day 
spent in waiting on God might seem 
difficult; but good habits can be formed 
as well as bad, and become second na- 
ture. To this practice, I trace my best 
blessings. 

It proved an antidote to the deadening 
effects of business and study. It was a 
sheet anchor under the pressure of mod- 
ernism and unbelief. It was a safeguard 
against the seductions of the world. In 
seasons of decline, to which most of us, 
alas, are only too prone, it prevented 
backsliding deepening into downright 
apostasy. Next to saving souls from sin 
and death, I would rather succeed in in- 
ducing Christians to wait on God than 
in any other effort. 

“In quietness and in confidence shall 
be your strength.” While waiting on God 
the soul is restored, the mind stilled, the 
jangled nerves returned, and the body 
quickened. Those bowed down with sor- 
row or oppressed with care can find 
relief in this way. “He healeth the 
wounded in heart, and giveth them med- 
icine for their sickness; he telleth the 
number of the stars; the Lord is his 
name; great is our Lord, and of great 
power!” There is “balm in Gilead.” 

Hampered by disabilities or circum- 
stances, you may, like the eleventh-hour 
laborers, feel that no man has hired 
you in the spiritual vineyard. Why repine 
at your lot? A wondrous ministry awaits 
you. You can watch daily at His gates, 
and wait at the posts of His doors. Nay, 
more—you can stand in His very pres- 
ence. 

“5, ite Siahe 

Is kingly; thousands at His bidding speed, 

And post o’er land and ocean without 
rest; 

They also serve who only stand and wait.” 


To be an ambassador is a noble calling; 
but is it not true that to attend in the 
immediate Presence is the most favored 
distinction of all? 

Prayer, says Fenelon, is another name 
for love to God. That is the attitude in 
which we should approach Him. “He 
that loveth me,” our Lord assures us, 
“shall be loved of my Father, and I will 
love him... and we will come unto him 
and make our abode with him.” Such 
is the blessedness of waiting souls.

UMMERS are easy things to lose. In June, they seem like a three- 

scoop banana split that you can nibble at indefinitely and never 
seem to finish. But how many Septembers have you asked yourself, 
“Where has the summer gone?” 

That’s the question. Where is this summer going? Will it go toward 
a smooth tan, a swift tennis backhand, or maybe toward some dollars in 
the bank? A tan may indicate a good start on a healthy winter, and 
money in the bank may mean college tuition paid; but for a Christian, 
the summer is lost unless at its close, it adds up to spiritual growth. 

But that’s a goal more easily named than achieved. Too often, freedom 
from wintertime responsibilities can be a hazard. 


+ Take Lethargic Lela for example. Summertime is just too much for 
Lela. On the last day of school, she dumps her notebooks on the bottom 
shelf of her bookcase with a groan. “I’m not going to use my brain till 
next fall,” she says. And she doesn’t. Lela spends most of the summer 
in her swing on the side lawn. On Sundays you can hear her murmur, 
“It’s just too hot to get dressed for church.” 

Then there’s Popular Pete. Pete thinks summer’s the time to spend 
with his buddies, to have fun. Nothing but fun. “Swimming, tennis, seeing 
the gang—that’s what vacation’s for,’’ Pete says. In the winter, he’s a 
hard worker in his local youth fellowship, but in the summer, even his 
personal devotions are shoved aside in his daily dash for the tennis 
courts and the corner drugstore. 

Traveling Tom would be puzzled if you accused him of wasting his 
summer. “What’s more educational than travel?” he counters. “I’m 
takin’ off for the summer with my cycle and seein’ things.” So he does. 
He sees miles of roads, sleeps on the ground of several states, ruins his 
digestive system with poor food, and ends up the summer worn out and

with an aching back. What does he have to show for his vacation? A 
few souvenirs he traveled hundreds of miles to get, but which he could 
have bought in the dimestore around the corner. 

Lela, Pete and Tom are losing the summer just as irretrievably as 
people on an ocean liner lose a day when they cross the date line in the 
Pacific. They don’t realize that summer (this summer perhaps more than 
any other) can be a time when they can grow up spiritually and prepare 
for days and problems ahead. What’s more, they’ve never reasoned 
through that Bible study and Christian service can be fitted in with 
their other summer plans. 


+ You like to date in the winter, and in the summer you like to picnic. 
But you don’t stop dating just because you go on picnics. Instead, you 
take your date along. Thus it can be with Bible study, service and 
Christian maturing. 

Joe figured this out for himself. Joe was much like Lela. He didn’t 
care if he cracked a book all summer. So he applied for an outdoor job 
at a Christian camp, was hired as counselor for ten junior-age boys. 
Joe spent the summer swimming, hiking and fishing with the boys. 
And when he found that the youngsters were looking to him for counsel 
and help, he thought through his own Christian life and settled some 
problems in his own mind. Joe had a chance to benefit from messages 
at the camp’s Sunday worship service, too, as well as the devotional 
campfires each evening. At the end of the summer, he’d seen Christianity 
put to the test of good sportsmanship and community living, he’d helped 
others with their problems, and he’d become more stable spiritually 
himself. 

Just like Pete, Sally liked to meet people and make friends. But Sally 
also had to earn some money to help with fall [Continued on page 708]

As thousands of America’s young people are being graduated 
from schools, there is a critical need for divine guidance. 


Here is a formula that works, for it is God's. 


HEN you have a difficult choice to 

make, a decision of importance, 
can you really know God’s will in the 
matter before you? Can you be sure and 
certain? 

The fact that the Christian can say 
“yes” on both counts is one of the big 
dividends of. knowing Christ as Saviour 
and Lord. For life is full of difficult de- 
cisions. Being able to follow the Lord’s 
will and pattern makes all the difference 
in the world—the difference between just 
drifting. on the one hand, and following 
a straight course, on the other. 

Take Barney, for example. He had 
been on his first job for just a few months 
when a friend in his office was called to 
supervise a department in a New York 
firm. Generously he offered Barney a job 
in New York—at nearly double his pres- 
ent salary. 

With just a week to think it over, 
Barney soon found out that, in this mat- 
ter at least, his friends were not much 
help. Finally, after talking things over 
with his pastor, he committed the whole 
problem to the Lord. Three days later 
by actual count, he saw things clearly 
enough to know what his answer would 
have to be. Later he said good-by to the 
New York offer with perfect peace of 
mind, certain that he was following God’s 
leading. 

Within three months his friend re- 
turned from New York, dissatisfied with 
what he had found. Had Barney taken 
the offered position, he, too, would prob- 


ably have been without a job. 

This is only one example of many 
which could be cited to show that God 
will lead those who have become His 
through receiving Christ as Saviour and 
who in addition have committed their 
lives to Him. 

Commitment is one of the great secrets 
of divine guidance. If you want God to 
direct your life, you-must let Him have 
His way, not just now and then, but 365 
days a year. Guidance is for you only if, 
as Proverbs 3:5 brings out, you “trust in 
the Lord with all thine heart; and lean 
not unto thine own understanding.” The 
condition, as pointed out in verse 6, is: 
“In all thy ways acknowledge him,” and 
the promise: “he shall direct thy paths.” 

If you have turned over your life to 
God, you can trust Him to open certain 
avenues of opportunity, to close others, 
to turn your attention in the direction 
He wishes you to go and to lead you in 
innumerable ways. With His Word to 
instruct you, the Holy Spirit as your 
Teacher and Guide, you will find your- 
self walking in His will. 

But from time to time, like Barney, 
you may be confronted with the need for 
making a choice in which you cannot 
seem to discover God’s will. How then 
are you to know His leading? 

Of the various statements on how to 
seek divine guidance, probably none has 
been more widely accepted and proved 
than the one set down by George Mueller. 
A great man of faith and prayer, Mueller 


GUIDANCE 


lived a half century ago in England, 
where he established several orphanages 
supported entirely by God’s provision 
through prayer. 

But what is Mueller’s formula and 
how can you apply it to your own prob- 
lems? 

First, make certain that you really 
want God’s leading; that you have not 
already begun to choose your own way. 
A compass needle cannot be depended 
upon to point to the north until it is free 
to swing in any direction. Perhaps you 
will have to ask God to make you willing 
to accept His way, but do not try to find 
His leading with a prejudiced mind. 

Second, do not leave the result to feel- 
ing or personal impression. Hunches, pre- 
monition, intuition and the like are not 
God’s method of direction. Though God 
may seldom speak in audible words, His 
convictions are real and definite. 

Third, seek God’s will through His 
Word and the direction of the Holy Spirit. 
Do not seek for leading apart from the 
Word, for Satan is a master hand at de- 
ceiving, even at counterfeiting the Spirit’s 
guidance. Often the Holy Spirit will indi- 
cate God’s will by calling to mind or 
emphasizing particular words of Scrip- 
ture. In every case, true Holy Spirit 
guidance will be in strictest harmony 
with the Bible’s teaching. 

Fourth, consider providential circum- 
stances. Are there changing situations or 
conditions through which God may be

IT HAPPENED LIKE THIS

STANLEY ASBURY, a member of His 

Majesty’s Marines, stationed near 
Bangalore, India, was on temporary 
leave, at a rest home in the British 
cantonment. Returning home one eve- 
ning, he found to his dismay that some- 
one had stolen his purse. While the 
purse contained a small amount of 
money, the big loss to Stanley was his 
cherished Kodak pictures of home and 
loved ones and his leave pass. 

Young Stanley was a Christian with 
fullness of faith in Jesus Christ, so he 
took his loss to God in prayer, asking 
that his pictures and pass be returned. 
Two or three friends prayed with him. 

The loss occurred on Saturday night. 
The following Tuesday, one of the pray- 
ing friends who was a missionary went 
for her usual visit to the British Mili- 
tary Hospital. Just inside the main 
entrance she paused to ask guidance of 
the Lord. Should she visit Ward 5 or 
Ward 6? She felt impelled to turn 
toward Ward 6 and, inside the large 
ward, sat down beside the cot of a young 
Christian friend and began to tell of 
Stanley Asbury’s loss. 

Two feet away stood an army officer 


in conversation with another man. His 
back was turned to the missionary, but 
as she told her story he suddenly wheeled 
around and said, “Can you tell me where 
to find that young man?” 

This information given, he said, “I 
have in my possession the pictures and 
the pass. They were brought to me by 
a sweeper employed in the hospital, who 
found them thrown away by the road- 
side near Commercial Street; and I have 
been wondering where I could find the 
young man and restore his property.” 

That evening Stanley Asbury received 
his Kodak pictures and his pass, exactly 
what he had asked God to give him. The 
following day the ward where they met 
was closed to visitors by an outbreak of 
smallpox! 

A short time later Stanley Asbury kept 
a personal appointment with God and 
went to be forever with his wonderful 
prayer-answering Saviour.

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YOU and Your Young People 


AST month’s topics on “What is a 
L Christian?” may well be followed 
this month with a discussion of what it 
means not to be a Christian. The apostle 
Paul had a favorite expression to describe 
non-Christians. He called them “them 
that are without,” and said a great deal 
about what our attitude should be toward 
them. 


First Sunday: Outside Looking In 

As a Christian, you often feel as if 
you’re on the outside of things, don’t 
you? We're likely to get the idea that 
the Christian life is a restricted life, and 
that the world has the corner on fun. 
But the Bible describes unsaved people 
as “outsiders” who are without all that 
really counts in life. A good discussion 
could be built around: 

1. What the unsaved are “without.” 
Let members of the group suggest an- 
swers and give references from the Bible 
in support of them. For example: “Hav- 
ing no hope, and without God in the 
world” (Eph. 2:12). 

2. What the Christian has in Christ. 
Count your possessions. For example: 
read Romans 5:1-11 and list all the 
things that belong to a believer. It would 
be a good idea to put this list in some 
conspicuous place (in your billfold or on 
your dresser) to remind you often of 
what you have. Would you want to trade 
places now with an unsaved person? Are 
you taking advantage of your posses- 
sions? Are you eager to see unsaved 
young people find out about them? 


Second Sunday: Inside Looking Out— 
“Judge Not” 

What is to be our attitude toward the 
unsaved? The first of Paul’s admonitions 
is that we are not to judge them. Read 
I Corinthians 5:12,13 carefully. Who is 
the one who rightfully judges their con- 
duct? Then what business do we have 
judging them? None whatever. 

Does this actually mean that we are 
not to lay down the law to the unsaved 
and tell them what they can and can’t 
do? Exactly. It is not our job to con- 
demn them for their wrong conduct. We 
are not to expect them to live as Chris- 
tians. Our responsibility is to show them 
in a positive way the attractiveness of 
the Christian life, so that they will want 
to know what it is that makes us what 
we are. If your life is only a series of 
“don’ts” don’t expect anyone to be drawn 
to the Lord Jesus Christ through you. 

Study Galatians 5:22,23 carefully. The 
Holy Spirit is willing to produce this 
fruit in us, and in John 16:7,8 we are 
told that by dwelling in us He is to con- 
vict the world of its sin. Think this 
through: It’s by the attractive quality of 
your life, and not your self-righteous 
criticism of the conduct of others, that 
they will be “convicted.” 

Consider also Romans 8:34. Who has 
a right to condemn others? Only Christ. 
But even He doesn’t condemn; He prays 
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Making "Outsiders" 
Feel Welcome 


Your young people are the best ad- 
vertisement you can have for attracting 
outsiders to the meetings. If they “have 
the stuff," their friends will want to 
follow them to church. How does your 
crowd draw? 

Are you plagued with clannishness? 
Do they act as if "this is our meeting; 
we don't want that crowd to come"? 
You must lead them away from this. 
The topics this month will help. 

So will some practical suggestions. 
Really go out after others. Let them 
know they're wanted. Build a reputa- 
tion for a meeting that's friendly, sin- 
cere, and worthwhile . . . and where’ no 
one is embarrassed, or censored, or 
made ill at ease. 

For instance, don't stand your visitors 
up or make them tell their names. Some 
young people will shy away from a 
meeting where they're likely to be 
singled out. Show them they're wanted 
by being genuinely friendly before and 
after meetings. During the meeting, 
treat them just like old-timers and make 
them feel that the meeting is as much 
theirs as that of anyone else. 











for folks. We, then, should pray for the 
unsaved rather than judge them. How 
many are you praying for regularly? 


Third Sunday: Inside Looking Out— 
“Walk in Wisdom” 

Colossians 4:5 is our big verse for this 
meeting. Here is a truth we Christians 
seldom think of: that we’re to be con- 
siderate of the unsaved and walk care- 
fully in all our relationships to them. 
Your society might have a very profitable 
discussion on what “walk in wisdom” 
consists of. Do you think it might mean 
that we should treat the unsaved as real 
people? That we should sympathize with 
their problems? That we should see to 
it that our conduct around them rightly 
represents the Lord Jesus Christ? 

We're ambassadors of Christ, you know 


(II Cor. 5:20), and an ambassador is 
very careful to be sure that people under- 
stand the one he represents. Can people 
tell from your life that the Lord Jesus 
Christ is gracious, and winsome, and 
honest, and pure? 

Look at the context in Colossians 4 
for two suggestions, at least, about “walk- 
ing in wisdom”: 

1. Pray for open doors to speak about 
Christ (vv. 2,3). There is such a thing as 
God’s opening the door and making it 
appropriate for you to speak; and there 
is also such a thing as barging ahead of 
the Lord and offending people by your 
tactiessness. Pray each morning, “Lord, 
open the right doors today for me to 
speak about my Saviour,” and God will 
hear your prayer. Be sensitive to His 
leading. 

2. Be tasteful in your witnessing (v. 6). 
Doesn’t salt suggest tastefulness? Our 
witnessing must always be gracious. 
There is no place for any attitude of 
superiority over others (the only thing 
better about us is Christ!), or for run- 
ning roughshod over people’s feelings. 
Let the love of Christ so master you that 
it will rule your actions and your speech. 


Fourth Sunday: Inside Looking Out— 
“A Good Reputation”’ 

Read carefully I Thessalonians 4:11,12 
and I Timothy 3:7. In both these pas- 
sages Paul tells us that we are to live in 
such a way that outsiders will respect 
us. The passage in Timothy is speaking 
specifically of officers in the church, but 
there is no reason it should not apply 
to every Christian. ; 

Did it éver occur to you before that 
you must be well thought of by the un- 
saved? You’ve excused yourself by say- 
ing, “The world won’t like me,” haven’t 
you? Well, there’s a sense in which your 
life, if it is consistent, will be a rebuke 
to them and irritate them; but even 
though they laugh outwardly they should 
respect you inwardly. 

1. Consider Jesus’ life (see Luke 2:52; 


Our responsibility is to show the unsaved in a positive way the attractiveness of the 
Christian life. 
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Mark 1:22,28,37; and others). He had the 
favor and respect of men. 

2. Consider the early Christians (see 
Acts 2:47). They were persecuted and 
killed, but no group of people ever won 
the respect of the world as they did. 

3. Consider your own life (see II Cor. 
4:1, 2.) Here we are warned against dis- 
honesty and deceit in representing the 
Lord, and are told that our lives must 
commend us to outsiders. 

Be frank. Get a piece of paper and 
pencil. First write down the things about 
your life that don’t commend you as a 
Christian. Then, the things that do. If 
you're afraid of people seeing the list, 
tear it up and throw it away. But pray 
over it and ask God to take your poor, 
weak life and pour His might, His grace, 
and His love into it and make it a pic- 
ture of the Lord Jesus Himself.

I'm confused about the phrase, "called to 
the mission field." | see a need and am train- 
ing toward that end, yet I've heard no voices 
nor do | feel any great emotion about it. 
Does that mean that I'm not called?—L.W. 


Have you ever heard the definition 
that “a missionary call is a knowledge 
of a need and an ability to meet that 
need’? In a secular field we ask for 
nothing more than that, and feel that it 
would constitute a very rational ap- 
proach. Why do we feel that somehow 
we should see handwriting on the wall 
before making any move in God’s service? 
We can trust the impelling power of the 
Lord’s Holy Spirit in addition to the 
two things mentioned above. No two 
people will be led to the mission field 
in identical ways; an emotional person 
may be led emotionally, and a less emo- 
tional in a less startling way. Don’t be 
afraid to say, “I don’t know exactly what 
has brought me to the decision—I can 
only say that it seems as though the 
Lord were leading in that direction.” 
“The Lord shall guide thee continually” 
(Isa. 58:11). 

One of the great dangers is that a per- 
son may sit back and wait for a “vision” 
when the Lord wants him to get moving 
in the light he has. The Lord gives no 
further guidance until we act on what 
He has already given. Listen to mission- 
ary speakers, read missionary biogra- 
phies, pray with a map before you, avail 
yourself of every opportunity to learn 


more about the fields and their needs, 
and then the Lord can guide through 
your increased readiness. 


My problem is one which | think is common 
in Christian circles. I'm close enough to the 
Lord so that | cannot date unsaved boys, yet 
| don't seem to interest the type of Christian 
fellows I'd like to date. Isn't there something 
more | can do besides pray?—R.P. 

If the questioner is “close enough to the 
Lord so that she cannot date unsaved 
boys,” that same closeness should include 
such absolute confidence in the Lord’s 
leading that she can leave the entire mat- 
ter of dating, her future and her pres- 
ent with its social problems in His capa- 
ble hands. Have you noticed how much 
time and energy the average girl spends 
on this very subject, which can in no 
way be pleasing to the Lord? It is nearly 
always an excuse to let our minds dwell 
on the opposite sex rather than keeping 
occupied in joyous service for Him. You 
can be a witness for the Lord when you 
are still free from the entanglements of 
love in such a way as may never be pos- 
sible for you later on. The time is too 
short and our job for Him too great to 
waste our days fussing about how He is 
working out the details of our lives. Leave 
that with Him and concentrate on Him; 
go about your normal way, putting first 
things first and knowing that He can do 
for you, when you allow Him, the “over 
and above” things which He so loves to 
do for His children.

showing you His will? Have doors been 
opened or closed in a way which may in- 
dicate what you should do? 

This, of course, does not mean that you 
should look for the path of least resist- 
ance, for seldom does God choose such 
a, way for Christians. Paul’s course, for 
example, was marked mile-by-mile with 
opposition and hardship, as he tells us in 
II Corinthians 11:23-28. When God closes 
doors, however, He does so with a finality 
which cannot be mistaken. 

Fifth, ask God to reveal His will and 
safeguard you from making the wrong 
choice. Do this with confidence, claiming 
the promise of James 1:5. Remember 
that though you may feel incapable of 
understanding, God is able to speak so 





even you can grasp His meaning. Trust 
Him to do it. 

Perhaps after you do all these things 
you may still be uncertain as to the 
Lord’s leading in your problem. Does this 
mean that you have somehow missed 
God’s direction? By no means. There is 
still another point. 

You must still make a decision based 
on what God has brought to your heart 
and mind through His Word, His Spirit 
and His direction of circumstances. Do 
this prayerfully, using your powers of 
reasoning, with the assurance that He 
will guide you in your thinking and your 
choice. 

After you feel you have the answer, 
continue to wait on the Lord prayerfully 
for a short time at least. Then if your 
mind is at peace concerning the decision 
you have reached, go ahead with full 
confidence that God is leading and you 
are in His way.
